DIAMONDS! 


Acres. of Precious Stones Near 
Atlanta. 


THE WEALTH OF THE GROUND 


Cave Good Hope Diamond Fields 
~—Diggingsin South Africa. 


The rnsh in 1849 and in some succeeding 
years tothe California gold mines was quite 
eclipsed in 1870 and 1871 by tle rush to the 
Cape of Good Hope diamond fields. 

Each vear since 1849 has witnessed a larger 
output of gold from CalJifornia and adjacent 
states than the preceeding one, 80 also in each 
year since 1871 the cape has increased her pro- 
duction of diamonds, although of latter years 
the balk of the business has gotten almost en- 
tirely into the hands of companies and but 
little, comparatively, is heard of the various 
“finds” Which, afew years ago, acted as the 
impetus for thousands to seek their fortunes 
in the diggings. It seems scarcely creditable, 
although it isafact, that the. eno:monus sum 
of over ninety millions sterling ($450,000,000) 
was the value of tlle diamonds taken out of 
these mines between 1870 and 1867. 

The value cf stones has, during that time, 
Cecreased at least 0 per cent. Previous to 
1869, diamond production was eonfined chiefty 
to India and Brazil, the first named being by 
far the oldest and was long the most celebrated 
source of diamonds. 

‘here is a rumor that across an old mission 
map, of the territory now known as Grigualand 
West, printed in 1750, is written. “Here be 
diamonds,’’ but proof {is wanting of the aecu- 
racy of the statement, and the first known dis- 
covery cf the precious gems in South Africa 
was made accidentaliy by a trader in 1867, who 
obtained it from a Dutch boer, or farmer, 
whose children were using the bright stone as 
a play thing. 

The stone passed through many hands be- 
fore its value was ascertained and eventually 
was forwarded to the Paris exhibition and 
sold for $2,500. Afier it was authoritatively 
pronounced a diamond doubts were thrown on 
its ofFigin and the existence .. of 
rough diamonds in Sonth Africa 
was looked upon as a belief of cranks and 
nothing like organized or systematic search 
was made foralongtime. This diamond was 
followed at first by but few others picked up 
at intervals in the neighborhood of the Nrange 
river, and it was some time lLefore expiorers 
hit upon the Vaal river where a few adven- 
turers who were of course regarded 
as fools for their pains, began a search in the 
drift of the old river bed. Their labors were 
rewarded. Although their find was not a 
bonanza, but the news of their success at once 
spread with the usual exaggerations and em- 
bellishments until it was believed that the 
fortunate inspectors had struck a new E]1 
Dorado, and the banks of the river for 
many miles were soon white with the 
tents of fortune seekers. The first systeinatic 
diggings were started in 1870 by a party of 
Californians and Australians and one Brazil- 
ian, who, attracted by the resemblance be- 
tween the 
the “Cascalho”’ or gravel containing diamonds 
in Brazil, induced the party to begin washing 
and sifting which, as is known, was successful. 
At this time all the most vainable patches of 
river drift were seized upon witlrout regard to 
ownership. The river diggings had scarcely 
got settled when the discovery was made that 
diamonds also existed in the lon red surface 
soil--very stmilar to our own scil—which 
characterizes the tlat country back of he river 
Vaal, and between thatand the Modder river. 
From a scientific point of view,this last discov- 
ery was the most important, as it was the first 
“dry diggins’’ known. Diamondiferous depos- 


| its were found at several places in the province 


of Grigualand West, and what was at that 
time the free state proper. notably at Jagers- 
fontein, DuToits Pan, Bullfontein, Vcoruitzigt 
and Old and New DeBeers farms, the latter 
afterwards called New Rush, and since so 
widely known as Kimberley, which, by tha 
way, obtained its name from the then colonial 
£e-Tetary. : 

The actual number of spots worked is about 
forty, of which Kimberley, DuToits Pan, Bult- 
fonstein and Old DeHeers, are the largest and 
most productive, and it was these four mines 
that placed the diamond fields of south Africa 
upon an assurred fcoting, as the largest dia- 
mond fields in the world. The population in- 
creased to an enormous extent in an incredibly 
short space of time, towns sprung. up, and 
Kimberley itseif socn had 90,000 inhabitants. 

The surface area of Kimberley mine is only 
twenty-three acres and has been sunk in some 
places as deep as 700 feet, stones being found 
at intervals during the whole distance. The 
number of claims is 420, number of separate 
holdings is 452 representing claims and por- 
tions of claims held by 17 companies and 
22 private persons. The surface area of 
DeBeers is 29 acres and 610 claims. In 
the uToits Pan mine is 1453 claims and in 
Bullfonteen 1003. These and all the other dry 
diggings are-within a radins of five miles of 
Kimberley. <A _ railroad has within the past 
few years been in operation connecting the 
city with Cape Town -and the entire coast. 
The most suecessful miners have been 
Australians and Californians, although hun- 
dreds have made large fortunes there who had 
no previous experience with pick or shovel. 
Instances are plentyof men who workeda 
claim for three months without washing out a 
stone, while an inexperienced man on the next 
claim (a claim is 0 feet square) would be 
turning thom out at each washing. The wri- 
terhasa very distinct remembrance of an 
identical happening in 1871. 

Diamonds exist without doubt and possibly 
in large quantities in Georgia, and although 
the fact of their existence has been known and 
admitted for years, there never has been a 
systematic attempt to find them. Such as 
have been found have been surfaco stones and 
and mostly yellow or straw colored. The En- 
cyclopedia Butanica under the head of dia- 
monds, meniions the fact that stones and 
diamondiferous deposits are found in North 
America, in the Sierra Madre and in South 
Carolina and Georgia, and Dana,in his Text 
Book of Mineralogy, speaks of stones having 
been found in tis state. In Apri! of the pres- 
ent year a ycllow crystal was brought to At- 
lanta, haying been turned up by the 

farm about ten miles 

This crystal was sold 

y cents, after which it fell into 

the hands of an old cape digger, who pro- 

nounced it a “‘shiner,’’ and purchased it for 

twenty dollars. It weighs 4} carats, is straw- 

colored, and in its uncut state presents seversa! 

flaws. Careful inquiries located the ‘spot 

where this dia + ond was found aid the writer of 

this was one ofa party, among whom were 

several erstwhile Kimberley diggers, made up 
to examine the place. 

The result of the examination, which was 
careful and thorough, was a decided surprise. 
It was found that the geological formation was 
identical with that of Kimberly. The serpen- 
ture, metamorphic rock, carbonifcrous shalo, 
tourmaline, and all the various peculiaritics of 
the great South African mine are found to be 
exactly the same. The general lay 
of the place and the red _ surface 
soil would almost make an old digger believo 
he was in West Grigualand. The stone found, 
although not a first water white stone, might 
easily bo mistaken—indeed, could scarcely be 
told from aj cape diamond.™ Perhaps the most 
important evidence of a diamondiferous de- 
posit is the existence of a “reef’’ 
of strata running almost in a cirela. A 
similar reef is found atallthe ary diggings 
and isin reality a transposition @ the strata 
which, by natural laws, runs northeast to south- 
west, while here it can clearly be traced run- 
ning in an almost diametrically opposite direc- 
tion, showing that at sonre earlier day a 
great disturbance must have taken = 
at this spot, possibly caused by 
pre-historic volcanic action. At all events the 
whole strata shows that an enormous pressure 
must have been applied here, and to such pres- 
sure is traced by many the formation of the 
diamond. The surface of the ground reminds 
one strongly of what Kimberly was—for no 
one could go to Kimberly now and gather 
even an idea of what it was 
in the  enrly seventies; for piles 
of debris completely surrounded the “place and 
the little hill which used to be a prominent 
feature is now a shaft over 700 feet cep. Kim- 
berley is about twenty miles from the Vaal 
river, and this Georgia diamond field is about 
the same distance from the Chattahoocheo. A

MORTGAGED TO VANDERBILT 


Chauncey M. Depew Authorizes 
Transfer of Dent Place. 


From the St, Louis Republic. 

The real estate sensation of yesterday cnl- 
minated at high noon when Captain Luther H. 
Conn, the Granite mountain millionaire and 
gallant ex-confederate, became possessor of 
the celebrated Grant farm of 750 acres, which 
President Grant mortgaged to Wn. H. Van- 
derbilt in 1884 to partially extricate the firm 
of Grant & Ward from the results of Ward’s 
rastality. Tho farm lies just tweive miles 
west of the courthonse on the Gravois road. 
The consideration was about $60,000, and this 
transaction causes the historic Dent horme- 
stead tract to change ‘sands forthe first time 
fn more than half acentury. The final papers 
will be signed today. 

Captain Luther H. Conn, the purchaser, is a 
Kentuckian, and has a confederate record as 

one of the bravest and most daring meu in 
Morgan’s command, and, like all southerners, 
appreciates the sentimental and the romantic, 
as well as possessing the Kentucky we: akness 
for fine horses. Since the war he has been en- 

aged in the real estate business, and reeently 
came a double millionaire through success- 
ful mining ventures, and now the old Ken- 
tucky blood is reaeserting itself and he has 
purchased this well — Dent homestead 
to indulge his fancy, and proposes to establish 
a stock farm. He has already christened his 
newly acquired relic ‘‘“Grantwood,’’ so that 
it can never lose its identity as the home of 
the silent commander. 

A little less than fifty years ago, Ulysses S. 
Grant graduated from West Point, and was 
stationed at Jefferson barracks as a brevet 
second lieutenant, then being twenty-one years 
of age. His class-mate at West Point had been 
a Mr. Dent, and learning that the Dent family 
lived only four miles from the barracks, he 
visited them, and promptly fell in love with 
Miss Julia at first sight. From that time his 
Visits to the Dent farm became frequent. Grant 
was called to the war with Mexico in 1845,soon 
after he had plighted faith with Miss Julia 
Dent, but she accompanied him in his dreams, 
and one day in 1828 he rode up to the old Dent 
farm, but found that the family had removed 
to the house at the southwest corner of Fourth 
and Cerre streets, and there he met Miss Julia 
again, and on the 22d day of August, 1848, he 
led her tothe altar. 

His army life carried him to the far north- 

west, and he did not return until 1854, and 
from that time until 1860 he fought a hard and 
losing fight with poverty inand around St. 
Louis. He received sixty acres of the old Dent 
farm, which was sold yesterday, as 2 gift from 
his father-in-law, and he wentto the forest 
with his ax and chopped down the trees to 
build a log house for his family. When his 
work was tmished he had a “house-raising,”’ 
and carried up one of the corners himself. 
This is the two-story double log house which 
he afterward named “Hardscrabble,” and 
which, together with the oid Dent house, now 
called Whitchaven, stiil stands on the farm. 
St. Louis is the only city in the United State Sy 
perhaps, that can boast of a house in its envi- 
roninents which is the handiwork of @ presi- 
dent ofthe Unite d eee 

When the war closed Grant showed his ten- 
der recollections of “the romantic spot by pur- 
chasing not only the Dent farm but various 
adjoining tracts until he had 750 acres, on 
which he ateempted to establish a stock farm. 
During his trip around the world he was pre- 
sented with several specimens of fine: horses, 
some from Arabia, some from Spain, and cattle 
from other countries, most all of which were 

resented by the crowned heads of Europe, 
Ie employed an overseer and had these highly 
rized gifts transferred io his farm here, hav- 
ng built a system of fine stables and barns, 
which siilistaud. Like other business pro- 
— of Genera! Grant, his stock farm was a 
ailure. He mortgaged itto Wiliiam H. Van- 
derbilt in order to extricate himself from the 
finanecia wi \iripool into whieh he fell, and 
Vanderbi lt isnow represented by Chauncey 
M. Depew, who h: as disp osed of the historic 
prope ris thi rough E. . Rowse, Phil Lanham 
and Judge S. M. Brecitenrid, ge, his representa- 
tive here.

A DARK PLOT REVIEWED 


A Narrow Escape From the Cal- 
lows—Murder Will Out. 


Omaua, Neb., June 23.—[{Special.]—A few 
days ago a local paper printed a brief notice of 
the desth of a former Qmaha woman ina 
neighboring city, at the same time mentioning 
that her entire life seemed to have been 
shrouded in mystery. To a few of her nearest 
friends she, before death, confided Sthe secret 
of having been once connected with 2 murder.

Along in the sixtiesa murder was committed 
near this city, and a young man narrowly es- 
caped the gallows by sealing his lips when his 
life was in jeopardy, in order to conceal a petty 
vice. 

One night in March, 1862,a farmer named 
Heymann left the town where, during the 
day, he had disposed cfalot of sheep.

ELLEN GRAY’S STORY. 

The bedy of the farmer had been discovered 
not far from the farmhouse occupied by a fam- 
ily named{ Gray, which consisted of the par- 
ents§ and two children. Ellen Gray came for- 
ward and desired to make a statement, which 
she said had tortured her ever since the night 
of the murder. ‘lhe girl stated that she heard 
a horse coming down the frosty road from the 
diréction of Silverton. Not regarding the 
sound of any moment, she was about to re- 
enter the house when she heard an oath, fol- 
lowed by afallandagroan. Then she heard 
a naine uttered twicc in a tone of mingicd 
agony and supplication. A momentiater the 
sound of hoois came to her ears, and the 
horse seemed to be galloping toward the Hey- 
man farm. 

It was believed that the name which she 
had heard was thatof the murderer, which had 
fallen from the lips of the victim before insen- 
sibility or death followed the blow. The girl 
visibly hesitated when asked by the magistrate 
to pronounce the name. She covered her 
face with her hands and in all probability 
would have falien if she would not have been 
supported by her brother Hiram. She did 
not like to utter the name that might doom 
one of the young men of her acquaintance to 
the gallows, for she could not believe him 
guilty, yet she heard Edward Heymann call 
on him tospare hislife. She was pressed to 
mention the name andfiurther the ends of 
justice, in which the whole country was inter- 
ested, and at last her lips parted. 

“God help him and pity me!’’ she said. 
“The name I heard was Abner Tenny’s!”’ 

If a thunderbolt had struck into the crowd 
astonishment would not have been more com- 
piete. Men started at the name and women 

ttcred cries that added to the confusion. 
Standing near the witness was a young man 
of five and twenty, the only sen of a minister 
who watched’ over the little tiock of his be- 
lievers that worshipped in the village church 
hart by, and ayouth of exemplary habits to 
the outer world. His face was as paie as death, 
and at the mention of hisname he started back 
with a cry and found all eyes fixed upon him. 

His name was Abner Tenny. 

He made no effort to escape, but told the

She had heard the cries after the 
blows ; she was positive of this. 

The other evidence offered by the state was 
merely circumstantial. The defense intro- 
duced the professor, who explained the nature 
of the wounds, and swore that the first blow 
had produced instant death. This cansed a 
sensation in court. It staggered Ellen Gray’s 
testimony, until that hour believed invul- 
nerable. The blows that now followed from 
the defense were hard and telling ones. 

MURDER WILL OUT. 

No alibi was attempted. The accused had 
forbidden such a plan, on the ground that it 
would reveai the secret whichhe was guarding 

0 closely ; but the defense became sggressive. 
It proved that Hiram Gray, El'en’s brother, 
was not where he said he was on the n'ght of 
the murdeg. As the young man was not under 
arrest the court forbade the intreduction of 
such evidence, when John French, who had 
up to that time remained silent, arose and 
exclaimed: ' 

“I do now accuse him of the murder of E 4- 
ward Heymann. My ailidavitis inthe court 
room; the sheriff heldsit atthis moment. 
Look atthe man! Guilty is written on his 
face. Heis trying to leave the house. Catch 
him!” 

The confusion at that instant was intense. 

Ellen Gray, witha loud shriek, fell to the 
floor, where siie was permitted to lie, for all 
eyes were turned upon her dear brother. 

Pistol in hand, the young man was clearing 
a path tothe docr. No one dared to lay hands 
on hiin, for he threatened to shoot the first one 
whotouched him; and thus he reached the 
door leading to the street. 

On the thresheld he paused and faced the 
excited occupants of the courtroom. 

‘You will never put mein Abner Tenny’s 
place,’’ he cried. ‘If I did kill Radward Hey- 
man, you shall not prove it and hang me!’’ 

The next moment there was a loud report, 
and a human body, after swaying for an in- 
stant, fell heavily to the floor. 

Hiram Gray had taken his own life! 

The tragic occurrence, as might be supposed, 
ut an end to Abner Tenny’s trial. It estab- 
ished his innocence in the eyes of all, and the 

guilty was beyond punishment of an earthly 
tribunal. 
A TERRIBLE PLOT. 

Upon her recovery, Elien Gray unfolded one 
of the darkest plots on record. She confessed 
that her testimony was but a tissue of false- 
hoods; that she knew her brother had killed 
the farmer for the purpose of getting his 
money, and accused Tenny, in order to prevent 
him from maerryingEya Heymann. Ellen, 
piqued at Tenny’s refusal to court her, had 
entered into the plot with a revengeful spirit. 
Dut the game had failed. Ofcourse the minis- 
ter’s son was released, and Ellen Gray was 
allowed to dena 
leave the town never to return. 

Abner Tenny one year after his release 
from jail married Eva Heymann, and both of 
them reside at the present day in the city of 
Pittsburg, Pa. The secret which Abner T'en- 
ny so zealously guarded as to his wheze- 
abouts on the night of the Heymann murder 
was not made known until many years after 
he had settled down, when one of his friends, 
John French, previous to moving to New Or- 
leans. stated that a party of five, among whom 
was Tenny and himself, went that night to a 
neighboring city on a general carousal and for 
the sake of his father, not wishing him to 
know of his downfall froma gentleman to a 
drunkard, etc., Tenney refused to confess. 

AS several of the parties still live the names 
of Tenney and French are used fictitious.

soldiery, aud pushed on into the Russell gap. 
By this time the whole country was aroused, 
and armed bodies of horsemen were careering 
on almost all the public roads leading in the 
direction of Chattanooga. However, the only 
organized opposition was that offered by the 
sheriff. 

Pushing forward into the gap of the moun- 
tain, the advancing federa's were encountered 
as they were descending a hill, whereupon 
Sheriff Daniel ordered a halt of his posse and 
advanced for a conference with the lieutenant, 
whose authority he proposed to demand. 
When the sheriff was within twenty paces of 
the advancing officer a gun was discharged by 
a soldier in the rear over the heads of those in 
front, and pointblank intothe ranks of the 
posse, and though noinjury was inflicted, the 
iré was returned with theold spirit, and a 
fusilade of buckshot whistled into the ranks of 
the biuecoats. 

The sheriff, finding that fight was inevitable, 
emptied his double-barrel shotgun into the 
advancing soldiers and quickly reined his 
horse out of the road to avoid the cross fire. 
For several minutes a very spirited fire was 
kept up, when the lieutenant ordered his men 
to cease firing, and sarrendcred. In the melee 
seven of the soldiers were wounded and one 
killed outright, besides a number of their 
horses were killed and disabled. 

Only one of the citizems (L. H. Sheley) re- 
ceived a scratch, a bullet grazing his head and 
producing quite a painful scalp wound. 

The prisoners, sixteen in number, who fell 
into the hands of the sheriff, weresent undera 
guard of eight men to Center, where it was 
proposed to lodge them in jail, but, owing to 
the chaotic state of the civil establishment, it 
was decided that a more prudent thing to do 
would be to deliver them to the military au- 
thorities, which was accordingly done by turn- 
ing them over to thg commander of the post at 
Jacksonville, Ala., Who released them at once. 
Meantime flushed with success the posse scat- 
tered along the roads and twenty-one of their 
number were picked up in squads by the 
soldiers and carried to Chattanooga and im- 
prisoned, where for twenty days they were 
subjected to harsh treatment, and under negro 
yuards required to break rock on the streets. 

heir release was finally secured by the united 
effort of our best legal talent. The sheriff 
having made his escape avoided arrest, as the 
feeling of bitterness entertained by the -mili- 
tary authorities was directed against 
him chiefly, but in March, 1866, he 
surrendered voluntarily and was imprisoned 
in the military prison at Talladega, Ala., and 
treated as prisoner of war. Thecompanion of 
his prison life was Joseph M. Reed, who had 
lost a leg in one of the battles of the war. A 
scant supply of bread and water was issued to 
them, but thanks to some ofthe noble and fair 
ladies of the city who are noted for their gener- 
ous deeds, a change soon came and the prison- 
ers were feasted on the most luxurions diet. 
After three months of close confinement 
Sheriff Daniel was released on $800 bond. 
(The bond had been fixed at $50,000 at first) 
and on the last of June, 1866, both he and Reed 
were released. 

Thus ended the Danicl war, and Cherokee 
county was singularly frep from federal inter- 
ference during the whole reconstruction 
period. L.

DADES MASSKCRE. 


Bartow, Polk County, Fila., June, 1883.— 
Almost directly north of my little cabin, some 
fifty miles, as the crow flies, es the ‘scene of 
what is known as “Dade’s massacre,”’ in 
which the United States troops met with one 


of the inost wofr] and bloody defeats, perhaps, | 
J , 


in view of the number of men engaged, ever 
recorded in the annals even of Indian warfare. 
This deplorable gffair stands out prominent 
ong my early memories, as occuring in the 
same year— 1835—in which I set my first type. 
Having had many talks with old men who 
were living in Florida at the time of its oecur- 
rence, and being the porscssor, also, of an ac- 
count of the massacre, derived from the lips of 
Ransom Clark, a Massachusetts man, one of 
the three soldiers who alone escaped from it, I 
have thought that a faithful narrative of the 


affair, drawn fromthe material at my com- | 


inand, might not prove uanaceeptable to the 
readers of the Portland Transcript. 

Dade’s massacre occurred early in what is 
called the seeond Seminole war, in which the 
celebrated Osceo!a was the leading war chief 
of the savages. He was the son, or step-son, 
as some say, of a Scoteh trader named Powell, 
his mother being the daughter of a noted 
Creek wariior. Cast adrift by his father when 
a mere child, Osceola found an asylum with

| years rose to distinction and married.

Limself obnoxious to certam army ofiicers, 
among whom was Gencral Thompson, the In- 
dian agent. While the Seminole chiefand 
his family were visiting Thompson, at Fort 
King, the latter caused Osceola’s wife to be 
arrested and carried away, uncer a claim that 
she was the daughter of a runaway slave. At 
this onirage Osceola became almost irantic 
with gr.ef and indignation. His wrath rose to 
sucha pitch that Yhompson finally orderep 
him to ve placed in irons and confined. Dis- 
seinbling his anger, the heart-broken chief in 
a few days regained his liberty by a pretense 
of agreeing to the project of removal. 

He was scarcely free, however, when, bent 
upon avenging his wrongs, he set about stir- 
ring up his people to war. It did not take 
him long to bring matters to the desired issue, 
and several sligit skirmishes had already oc~ 
curred, when tidings reached Fort Brooke, 
now Tampa, that General Clinch, at Fort 
Drane, a short distance from Orange Lake, 
was being hard pressed by the savages. It was 
determined to send a party to his relief. Ac- 
cordingly, two companies of United States ar- 
tillery, numbering 107 men, of whom eight 
were commissioned oflicers, under the charge 
of Major Francis L. Dade, set Sut from Fort 
Brooke for that purpose, on tle 23d of Decem- 
ber, 1835. The progress of the detachment 
was slow, as a great degree of caution had to 
be observed, the country through which they 
were passing being wonderfully well adapted 
to those ambushments and surprises which 
generally characterize Indian warfare. 
On the evening of the 27th they 
bivonacked among some ponds and 
small streams forming the headwaters of the 
Withlabooshie river. Breaking camp the 
next morning, they had by eight o’clock 
marched about three miles on their way,when, 
whilst they were skirting the edge of a small 
pond, surrounded by tall grass, bushes and low 
trees. and just as Major Dade had said to the 
men: ‘*We have now‘got through all danger. 
Keep up a good heart, and when we get to 
Fort King I’ll give youna three day’s Christ- 
mas,” a single rifle shot was heard, coming 
from a hammock on the left of the troops, and 
which was fired by the leader of the Indians 
apparentiy as a signa! te begin the attack. At 
ail events, it was immediately followed by 
volley after volley from the lurking savages, 
by whom the main body of whites now found 
themselves to be surrounded, the advance 
guard having been permitted to pass unmolest- 
ed through the narrow road between the pond 
and the hammock, where the Indians were 
hidden. By the first discharge, Major Dade 
and Captain Frazier were killed, together 
with several non-commissioned officers -and 
many private soldiers. 

Their leader slain, anp panic-stricken by the 
suddenness of this unlooked-for attack, the 
whites were at first thrown into confusion, 
and it was several minutes before they recoy- 
ered sutticiently to organize.a plan of defense. 
The one solitary field-piece of The expedition—. 
asix-pound howitzer—-was now hurried up, 
and brought to bear upon the place occupied 
by the unseen foe. A few rounds from this 
silenced their fire, and all became quiet for 
about half an hour. During this breathing 
spell the wounded were brought in. Among 
them was Lieutenant Mudge, who; being una 
ble to speak, was set up against atree, where 
he was found two months afterward by a de- 
tachment sent out to bury the remains of those 
who had fallen in the battle. 

The soldiers now began throwing up a small 

betoes it 
had been raised to a sufficient height to afferd 
materia] protection, the Indians renewed their 
attack with a stubborn determination that 
gave the troops but slight hope of being able 
to hold their ground, in view of the incomplete 
state of their defenses. Nevertheless, as long 
as their artillery ammunition lasted, they 
managed to keep the Indians in check. After 
firing forty-nine rounds they were loading for 
the fiftieth discharge when their sele remain- 
ing match went out. The battle was now vir- 
tually lost, though the soldiers maintained the 
struggle, which appears to have been one in 
which no quarter was expected, until not a 
solitary man was left standing. The fight 
lasted until four o’clock in the afternoon, 
when, finding no turther opposition, the sav- 
ages rushed into the breastwork, and immedi- 
ately began the work of butchering such of 
the poor scldiers as still showed signs of being 
alive. 

Ransom Clark, one of the three men who 
caine out of the fight with his life, remained 
outside the breastwork, deliberately firing at 
such Indians as exposed themsélves tohis aim, 
until he received a ball in his right arm, fol- 
lower by a second one, which, entering his 
right temple, came out of the top of his head. 
Immediately afterward he received a shot in 
one thigh, which brought him down on his 
side, and he then crawled into the breastwork. 
Near the close of the struggle a ball entered 
his right shoulderand passed into his lungs. 

Vith the blood gushing from his mouth, he 
at last dropped his musket and fell upon his 


ace. 
When the Indians had finished their work 
of butchering the wounded, their negro slaves, 
of which some of them pessessed a large num- 
ber, came upon the field to strip the dead. 
Clark having by this time revived a little, a 
negro observing him to show signs of life, tcok 
up a musket and shot him in the top of the 
shoulder, the bail coming out of his back. 
Though the enemy soon afterward disap- 
peared, Clark, who had again revived, re- 
mained quite still until aboutuine in the night. 
He thence began to crawl on his knees and left 
band. As he was thus - gy and painfully 
making his way among the dead, he put his 
hand on one man, in whom he felt signs of life. 
Finally, aroused from ap mt death, this 
man proved to be the son ofa British officer in 
Canada, named De Courcy. The two now 
started to seek a place of safety, Clark still 
crawling, and De Courey, who was only 
wounded in his side and arm, being able to 
walk alittle. Getting qnas they best could 
all that night, about noon of the next day they 
saw an Indise ahead of them on horseback 
and loading his rifle. Taking separate sides of 
the road, they thus hoped to distract the sav- 
age’s attention and get by him py * The 
Indian, however, caught sight of the English- 
man and gave him chase. Hearing the dis- 
charge of a rifle, Clark hid himself in a ham- 
mock, from which he presently again saw the 
Indian, with his arms and legs covered with

The Backwoods Philosopher 
Sighs for the Brush 


TO PAINT HIS PICTURES 


In Colors — A Funeral in the 
Country, 


What a great thing it is to be an artist. 
How often have I envied Horace Bradley, 
whocan so skilfully catch the pictures of 
nature as they pass and haye them transferred 
to the printed page, so that the millions may 
see what he saw and feast upon the scene. 
What a still greater gift itis to use pen 
and pencil as Porte Crayon did in the 
long ago, and delight the mind as well as the 
eye. If we could sketch what wasee with our 
eyes and describe the surroundings as we feel 
them in our hearts, it would be a double pleas- 
ure to mankind. I wish I hada little pocket 
camera that would take a photograph in an 
instant, and attract nobody’s attention, one 
that I could just draw a focus on a novel scene 
or landscape or a pretty face, or even a dog 
fight, and take a picture no Jarger than a dime, 
and then have it expanded by a larger instru- 
ment. I[ read in the Scientific American that 
theF rench artists will take a sheet of paper that 
is six feet square, and has 5,000 words written 
upon it, and will photo raph it down to two 
inches upon a slip of thin vellum, and tie that 

round the long featberin a carrier pigeon’s 
tail and send the bird 500 milesina day, and 
then have the vellum magnified so that every 
word can be read. 

Last Sunday morning two hardy country- 
men called at the commissary store to borrowa 
pick and a shovel wherewith to dig a grave. 
‘Chey said that old man Wade was dead, the old 
man with the dropsy, He had been as good as 
dead for a long time and his wife and their in- 
valid daughter had nursed him for years. T hey 
were poor, 7 poor, and the old woman work- 
ed out when she could and so they had kept 
out out of the poorhouse and kept the wolf from 
the door. Not long agoshe took a contract for 
splitting rails and without help of any kind cut 
and split 400 a week and pocketed her two dol- 
lars on Saturday with a thankful heart and a 
‘*Bless God for his goodness.’’ For years this 
strong-armed and strong-hearted woman has 
ma'ntained the family and comforted the suf- 
feringinv lids. She isas much a heroine as 
was Joan of Arc, forshe did what she could 
and does all she can and never complains. She 
works up to the full measure of her capacity. 

Sunday evening the funeral procession came 
by, and it was then that I wanted Horace 
Bradley with his sketch book. The cortege 
was a yoke of oxen drawing a dirty ore wagon— 
a wagon with a strong, straight frame that the 
ore haulers use. A nabor had loaned this 
humble hearse, and a pale faced boy of sixteen 
had volunteered to drive. A plank seat had 
been placed acrossin front of the old woman 
and her daughter, and the biack stained coffin 
took u up the space behind them. The pale 
faced Sboy walked and drove the oxen. Slowly 
the slow team moved along the sandy road, 
sad and silent the old woman and her day; ghter 
leaned to each other with folded arms,and their 
old-fashioned sun-bonnets almost touching, and 
their homespun garments showi ing that even 
poverty can be clean. I wanted to look upon 
their care-worn faces, but they turned not, 
neither to the right nor to the left. «They too 
seemed dead—or almost dead, and so did the 
oxen and the boy—so still, so slow, so sad, so 
solemn. Never wasthere a more touching 
picture for the artist’s pencil. We thought 
this team was all, and we wondered, but by and 
by another ox team came in sight and then a 
buggy with the preacher and then some more 
of the humble people walking, and by the time 
the country graveyard was reached, there was 
quite a gathering of those who h: ad come to 
join with simple prayer and song and hélp to 
put the old man in the ground. v erily it does 
not cost much to die and be buried—at the 
mines, and there is no difference to the dead. 
They sleep as well as at Greenwood. 

There was another picture that would 
have rejoiced Horace Badley. It was a 
court scene—a trial by a magistrate. a trial 
ofa man forjJassault with intent to kill 
aman. The prosecutor was a blacksmith and 
the defendant was a whitesmith who had 
seized a hatcet and ordered the blacksmith to 
get out of his store or quit cursing, whereupon 
the blacksmith affected great indignation and 
sued out a warrant for assault with intent to 
kill. The case was tried in the middleof a 
big road. Theold sauire was sitting on the 
ground in his shirt sleeves, and when the 
parties all arrived he told the constable to 
open court, and the constable said: ‘Oh yes, 
oh yes; this courtopens to adjournment. Take 
notice and govern yourself accordin’.’’ The 
prosecutor was sworn and told his tale. The 


defendant and his son were sworn, and the 


squire said: “‘Now, gentlemen, I have seen 
it somewhere or hearn tell somewhere that a 
man and his son can’t both testify in a case, 
but I will hear 4ny one of you whichsoever 
you choose.”’ There were no lawyers to dis- 
cuss this grave question and _ so ‘the 
defendant told his tale, and then two 
darkes testitied and the old uire took 
a chew of tobacco and aes “Well, 
gentlemen, I don’t see as how this here case is 
much of a case, and nobody’s been hurt or was 
likely to be, and there was no scrimmage to 
justify the warrapt, but I’ve been bothered 
and pestered right smart and lost more than 
half a day, and I can’t fool around such busi- 
ness for nothin’, and my costs hav got to be 
paid by somebody or the oflice hain’t worth 
nothin’, but an accommodation, and as the 
ae ogee can’t pay it and the defendant can, 
will jest fine iim two dollars and quit. Mr. 
Constable, you can collect them costs and then 
adjourn the court, for bus’ ness is bis’ness.’ 

“Well, I'll be dogon’d,”’ said an ore-digger. 
“Two dollars for pickin’ up a hatchet and tell- 
in’ a feller to go out of your house. Dogon’d 
if it won’t be dangerous for a feller to take up 
a hatchet to nail on a plank.’ 

But I reckon the aaa of the court was 
about right, for he must have his costs and 
they must pay it who can. 

When I came home there was ahother pic- 
ture on the shaded lawn that fronts my house, 
and which isa good part of our home. C hil. 
dren had gathered there to irolic, and some 
were swinging and some were in the ham- 
mock and some were playing base and all were 
merry and oy 2 as the birds that watched 
them from the leafy trees. How innocently 
envious we are of these children. With what 
sweet longing we look upon their Sportive 
ways, their glowing faces and listen to their 
merry laughter, and as they race and run and 
play around us. It is a right sad thing to 
grow old—too old, too stiff to play, and some- 
times we whisper. a line of the 0} id’ song, “Oh, 
would I were a boy again.” I was amused at 
a friend who is himself approaching the shady 
side, and who watched tiem boys until he 
said could'nt stand it any longer, 
and so with a grunt he got down 
upon the ground and joi ned the 
boys who were playing ‘mumble peg,’ and with 
the eagerness of his youth went thre ugh the 
same old formula of palms and backs, and tists 
and fingers, and shoulders and ears, and break 
the chicken’s nec k,and hugging Sal, and shav- 
ing Patsy, and nose and chin forehead, and 
ride the horse to water, and jump the fence, 
and slap the baby, ana drop the bucket, and 
turn over the world. Then came the peg 
driving the peg. It was about two inches long 
and had tobe driven with the back of the 
knife. One stroke with the gyes open and one 
with them shut, and then the vanguished 
player has to get down on his marrow bones 
and pull it up with his teeth. 

Next day evening there was another picture 
—one that will not fade from 
our meimory—never, no never. The 
marriage altar was erected in our 
home—our own home, and our black-eyed 
daughter stood up before it and confessed to 
the man of herchoice. She has gone away 
and leftus. Asa good old mother remarked,

Major H. M, Funston, who for thirty years 
has been the leader in pyrotechnivs, says:

A CONFERENCE AT NIGHT. 


New York Will Vote for Blaine 
Tomorrow. 


Staff Correspondence Constitution. 

Curcaaco, June 23.—The convention is dead- 
locked. 

Inthe opinion of nearly everybody here, 
who is supposed to know anything about it, to- 
day’s work means that Blaine is the onlv key 
to the solution of the complex problem, and 
9 he will be made the choice of the conven- 
tion 

It is currently reported tonight that the 
Blaine men forced the adjournment until Men- 
day, in order to have a cable conference with 
him. They have done everything possible to 
carry the convention over until next week, 
and having succeeded, it only remains for them 
to carry out the remainder of their programme. 

This morning’s two ballots resulted in fright- 
eninzthem with Harrisen’s greatly increased 
strength. Nothing could be done during the 
recess toget Alger, Allison or Sherman out of 
the way, in order to start the much-talked-of 
Blaine panic. It was in order to do something 
of this kind that the convention was so sud- 
denly adjourned after the fifth ballet. 

‘'WHAT DOES IT MEAN ?”’ 

When the convention reassembled at four 
o’clock it was the general belief that some- 
thing was going to happen. ‘The only thing 
done, however, was to adjourn until Monday 
morning at eleven o’clock, 

“What does it mean?’ was the question 
with every one who did not seein itthe cun- 
ning hand of the Blaine leaders. The recog- 
nized Blaine support in the convention voted 
to adjourn, and Harrison and Alger opposed it. 
New York’s vote inthe negative wasa sur- 
prise, as it was believed to be for Blaine. One 
of its delegates said to me tonight: 

“Of course,we are for Blaine, and if the 
other Biaine states had voted withus Blaine 
would have been nominated right away. We 
oppose adjournment because we wanted the 
watter settled right then and there.”’ 

© TALK WITH A BLAINE MAN. 

I talked with the leaders of both the Cali- 
fornia and Maine delegations concerning 
their vote for adjournment, and found that 
they favored itonthe ground that they did 
not want to force action, and did not want to 
bring Laine before the conyention until it be- 
came apparent tothe fricnds of the others 
that his name was the only way to harmony. 
As ono of the Californians expressed: 

“We wished to hold over until next week,in 
hopcs that by a conference we could adjust 
matters among the other candidates. Blaine 
has over 500 votes straight out in the conven- 
tion, and we can call them any time we want. 
The longer we hold out, the other candidates 
against cach other, the stronger becomes their 
unwillineness to’ yield 2mong themselves. 
When it becomes apparent that any one of 
them is gaining considerably, and that the 
others are losing,the strength of the losers will 
beat once transferred to Blaine. We will 
nominate him this way, and every candidate 
but one will be satisfied, and that one will be 
the one on whom the anti-Blaine sentiment 
will concentrate, and whose wings we will 
¢lip at the proper time.’’ 

BLAINE, AND TIIEN ALLISON, 

If, by any chance, Blaine’s name should be 
withdrawn from consideration, Allison will be 
the nominee, with Phelps or Morton second. 
With Biaine the nominee, Foraker, McKinley 
or Alger will occupy the second place. There 
is astrong impression, however, that McKin- 
ley is a dark horse of considerable prominence, 
and that he may be the choice of the Blaine 
men, if they have occasion to select another. 

Blaine is already fully advised of the situa- 
tion, and everything depends on what he says 
tomorrow in his private cable correspondence 
to his manager here, If he had been inclined 
to say anything, however, he has had ample 
opportunity during the week in the positive 
stand which has been takeu for him in the 
conveution by California, and from other 
states. He has been silent, and he will still 
be siient. 

DEAD COCKS IN THE PIT. 

As it stands now, Gresham and Sherman aro 
dead beyond resurrection. Their hopes have 
gone g!immering and Sherman is no doubt al- 
ready at work laying his plans for the next 
convention. Alger and Allison have not given 
up and Harrison wil! stand to the last. It is 
possible that Monday will be given them to 
squeeze some of their number out, but it is 
more probable that things will so shape them- 
selves as to reach a nomination Monday, at 
least in the afternoon. 

1 shall leave Tuer CONSTITUTION in good 
hands here and depart tonight, for I do not 
care to be roasted two more days in Chicagoto 
be present at the grahd unravelling of a mys- 
tery which is no mystery after all.

THE ANTI-HARRISON COMBINATION. 

The result of the first ballot this morning 
Was scarcely a surprise to anybody. _ Last 
Night's caucuses developed the tact that Har- 
rison would get the greater part of the votes of 
New York and Wisconsin. To this was 
added light gaines in other states, which gave 


» Harrison 217 votes against 94 received in the 


Jast ballot yesterday. Sherman dropped from 
944to 235 and Alger went from 122 to 155 
while Gresham lost 25 votes, and Allison held 
hisown. It was apparent that Harrison had 
to be taken ig hand by the Blaine men or that 
trouble would ensue. 

The announcement of the ballot was re- 
ecived with the greatest enthusiasm by the 
galleries, which was ready to lend its lungs to 
anybody. The Sherman men saw that their 
last hope had vanished and that the outcome 
would certainly be Blaine or Harrison. The

DeYOUNG’S VIEW OF THE SITUATION.

He Declares That Harrison Would be De- 
feated in the Pacific States. 

Cuicaco, June 23.—At a conference of rep- 
resentativos of the Sherman, Alger, Hairison, 
Blaine and Allison delegations which took 
place this morning at the Grand Pacific, be- 
tween 12 and 40’clock, M. H. DeYoung, rep- 
resenting Mr. Blaine, made astatement that if 
Harrison was nominated 1t would be utterly 
impossible to elect him. He could not possibly 
carry the Pacific coast, nor would he be able to 
carry any of the larger states where the labor 
element predominated, because he had voted 
against the Chinese bill and treaty, and every 
phase of it,and he had committed a still 
greater crime in yoting to naturalize China’ 
men and give them the right of suffrage, and 
that Allison was exactly in the same boat. 

The staternent made by Mr. DeYoung creat- 
ed great consternation. 

Colonel Henderson, representing the Allison 
interest, made a statement that he thought 
DeYoung was mistaken about Allison’s 
record. 

DeYoung stated that he had the records and 
would produce them tomorrow, at the next 
meeting of the conference. 

The effect of DeYoung’s statement caused a 
representative of the New York delegation to 
makea statement thathe did not think his 
delegation would support him if these facts 
were brought before them, and asked Mr. De- 
Young if he would appear before the New 
York delegation today and make the same 
statement. 

The Indiana supporters of Harrison this 
morning called on the California delegation 
and stated that they would not attempt to 
force the nomination of Harrison until after 
the recess today, or until this matter can be 
explained away.

CuiIcaco, June 23.—The conference com- 
mittee that met at the Grand Pacific last 
night and remained in session until nearly 4 
o’clock this morning, assembled immediately 
after the convention adjourned this morning 
in parlor three of the Grand Pacific hotel.

OBJECT OF THEIR. MEETING,

the adjournment yesterday. However, after 
various speakers had. addressed the meeting 
upon the impossibility of nominating any man 
but]Blaine.they appointed a committee to take 
the situation into consideration and present to 
the conference committee a ticket which, if 
the members saw fit, they could report back to 
their delegates with a recommendation that 
they support it. A committee of ten was ap- 
pointed, representing the different factions 
consisting of Colonel Davis and Senator Far- 
well on behalf of Gresham; M. H. DeYoung 
for the Blaine movement; Hubbell and Clark- 
son for Allison; Duftield for Alger, and Gov- 
ernor Foster and Benjamin Butterworth for 
sherman. 

The conference then adjourned till 2 o’clock, 
and the committce immediately went in ses- 
sion, notifying Senators Hoar and Quay to be 
present. 

Senator Quay did not put in an appearance. 

FOR THE SAKE OF THE PARTY. 

The first action taken was Senator Farrwell, 
who, after complimenting Judge Gresham, 
said that forthe sake of the party, he would 
withdraw his name, 

Governor Foster then addressed the meeting 
in behalf of Sherman. 

At the conclusionfof Foster’s remarks, Duf- 
ficld addressed the committee in fayor of 
Alger. 

Clarkson was then calied upon, and he very 
strongly urged the claims of Allison. 

M. H. DeYoung being called, he stated to 
the convention that he thought they were not 
there to listen to the praises of different candi- 
dates, but to decide on 2 man- who was the 
most available, and who could carry the 
country for the party. The better plan would 
be to examine the merits of the different can- 
didates. Mr. DeYoung stated to the commit- 
tee the objections urged by the representatives 
from the Pacifie coast to twoor three of the 
candidates,and concluded by saying that there 
was no necessity of setting forth the claims 
and availability of Mr. Blaine, as everybody 
was too well acquainted with him to require 
that. 

MR, BLAINE, OF MAINE, 

At this moment Senator Quay came into the 
room. He stated to the committec that New 
York had decided to support Blaine, and he 
could not see how the nomination of Blaine 
could be avcided. 

He felt that the majority of the convention 
would be in favor of it. 

The chairman, Senator Farwell, stated that 
in any event it was the duty of the committee 
to recommend the name of some candidate 
and the name of Congressman McKinley, of 
Ohio, was proposed. 

The committee was polled as to some of the 
candidates, and by a large majority decided 
that Sherman was out of the fight; that Blaine 
being a possibility with the cony ention, it was 
the duty of the committee toendeavor to select 
somebody outside of Blaine, and that he ought 
not to be considered by this committe. The 
result of this was a protracted discussion. 

An attempt was made to catechise represen- 
tatives present as to their second choice. 

Mr. Duffield, manager of the Alger forces, 
was asked who his delegation would support 
in the event that Alger was out of the way, to 
which he replied, Blaine. 

The same question was put to DeYoung, 
who stated that his position was different from 
that of any gentleman present; his delegation 
supporting the candidate who, in bis opinion, 
would be the nominee. Therefore, 1t was 
ridiculous toask him his second choice, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the candi- 
dates represented by other members of the 
committee were all practically out of the race. 

At this stage of the proceedinys, Senator 
Hoaf addressed the meeting and said that Mr. 
Blaine was very dear to the people of Massa- 
chusetts; that they thought very highiy of 
him, and that he could undoubtedly carry his 
state. He thought Mr. McKinley could also 
carry itif he was placed at the head of the 
ticket. 

THE SHERMAN MEN OBJECT. 

The Ohio delegation—Governor Foraker 
and Ben Butterwerth—refused to consider 
Sherinan out of the fight, forall the committce 
had so decided. :

After some more discussion, it was finally 
decided to report two names to tho conference 
and the second name chosen was Allison’s. 

The committee then adjourned to report to 
the conference. 

When the conference had to somo extent 
discussed the situation, a motion was made 
that they adjourn the convention immediately 
on meeting this afternoon until Monday morn- 
ing, to give time fora thorough discussion of 
the situation, and it was agreed that cach dele- 
gate in the conference be requested to urge his 
delegation to vote for-an adjournment of the 
convention.

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A GENERAL REVIEW. 


Prediction That Blaine Wil be Nominated 
on Monday. 

Cuicaco, June 22,—The fifth day closed 
With the situation showing Blaine against the 
field. There was a narrow escape from a 

slaine stampede in the convention at four 

v’clock this afternoon. Depew, who was re- 
sponsible for the Harrison movement, which 
yesterday gave such promise, today admitted 
the failure of that movement, and declared 
himself for Blaine. Instead of him getting 
the nomination this morning, Harrison was 
forced io the utmost of his strength and com- 
pelled to fall back, confessedly beaten. 

Harrison’s friends are very indignant at the 
manner in which he has been treated and 
claims a mere pretense was made of giving 
him hearty support, and that from the first it 
was not intended by Elkins and his colleagues 
to permit the Hoosier’s nomination. They are 
in an ugly mood tonight,and,$while confessing 
their favorite’s defeat, have no plans for the 
future. Probably they will swallow their 
disappointmeut with as good grace as possible, 
and play for second place on the ticket. 

Elkins’s programme for beating the regular 
candidates, one after another, thus preparing 
the way for Blaine asa finality, which has 
previously been described in these dispatches, 
is being successfully carried out. Sherman 
fell by the wayside Friday, and Harrison was 
beaten today. Senator John Sherman tele- 
graphed four Ohio delegates-at-large Friday 
evening that they could exercise their 
best judgment concerning future operations. 
Today he telegraphed more explicit relief of 
all pledges to him. 

Three men are talked of as being strong 
enough to beat Elkins’s combination for 
Blaine. They are Gresham, Allison and Me- 
Kinley. The last named has made a fine im- 
pression upon the convention, but he is chair- 
man of the platform committee, and for his 
fidelity to Sherman is pledged. 

A conference of about forty friends of ail the 
candidates was held in the parlors of the Grand 
Pacific today. A sub-committee composed of 
two delegates, friendly to each of the candi- 
dates, reported in favor of all candidates but 
Allison {and Mcitinley Withdrawing 
from the contest end concentrating 
their forces, first on Allison, 
and if he cannot eyen then be nominated, on 
McKinley. The Colifornia delegates were rep- 
resented at the ccnference, and an effort was 
made toinduce that delegation to take up 
Mckinley. This California refused to do at 
present,'taking the position that their candi- 
date (Blaine) had a clear majority of the dele- 
cates, and while this was the case it would be 
folly to consider anything. The whole com- 
mittee refused to sanction the report of the sub- 
committee, and the matter was dropped until 
Monday. Further conferences are to be held, 
andit is hoped to formulate some sort of pro- 
gramme before the convention shall assemble 
Monday morning. 

Friends of Gresham are making the last 
rally and forcibly presenting his claims as the 
strongest man on whom the opposition to 
Blaine can unite. They claim he isthe second 
choice of a larger numberof delegates ihan 
any other candidate, and that he is the most 
available candidate. Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota, Which today wavered from the Gresham 
lines, have promised to come back Monday 
morning. With Harrison beaten, it is claimed 
nearly the whole of Indiana will swing over 
to Indiana’s second choice, and if Allison and 


Sherman will join the movement Blaine may 


be beaten. 

Elkins claimsia large majority of the conven- 
tion for Blaine, and says Blaine can be nomina- 
ted the moment he gives the word. Otber figures 
are not so favorable as these, and ex-Senator 
Piatt,a Blaine man, has a list of reliable Blaine 
men, prepared by his Leutenant after a per- 
sonal canvass, and it contains the names of 425 
persons, a bare majority of the delegates. This 
afternoon’s adjournment without ballot was at 
first putdown as an anti-Blaine victory, but 
ihe facts don’t support this theory. There are 
good reasons for beheving that Depew’s aban- 
doument of Harrison was arranged to bo the 
signal forthe Blaine {stampede, but it is the 
poliey of the lal forces to aid all 
efforts to secure lay. They say they 
are in no hurry to nominate Blaine 
and want all other candidates to haye as good 
chance and as much time as their friends may 
ask for. They take this position because it is 
their desire not nly tonominate Blaine, but 
to nomipate him in such manner as will not 
have the appearance of riding over the other 
candidates. 

There is no concealment of the bitter feeling 
prevailing tonight over the manner in which 
the® committee is being jugel d with by 
Biaine’s friends, who pretended to be giving 
their candidates a fair chance and at the same 
time take good care to defeat one after another 
as they rise in prominence in balloting. 

Many visitors, disgusted with the manipula- 
tion of the convention which brings on ad- 
‘journment without any attempt to transact 
business, are leaving]the city, and if the feel- 
ing of antagonism among the delegates con- 
tinues to grow another day Blaine may be nom-

Just forty days had elapsed since Moses had 
gead and repeated the contents of the Book of 
the Covenant in the hearing of all the people 

nd they had selemnly ratified it, pledging 
Whemselves unreservedly to the service, and 


~~~ obedience to Jehovah. The prospect for the 


fntercourse between Jchovah and his people 
seemed good, Moses had, in obedience to the 
further command of God, gone up into the 
mountain to receive froin his hands the tables 
of the Law, which was to be the expression of 
God’s righteousness and the standard of the 
people’s righteousness; the very foundation 
upon which all their moral relations with God 
should be built. The xxv, xxvi, xxvii, xxviii, 
xxix, xxx and xxxi chapters are taken up with 
a detailed account of the building and furnish- 
ing of the tabernacle, and belongs clronologi- 
nalis between the eleventh and twelfth verses 
of the twenty-fourth chapter. What the 
people were doing during these forty days in 
which Moses was in the mount we are not told, 
except that toward the close of that period 
they had become restless at Moses’ long ab- 
gence; and taking it for granted, in their 
blind and unbelieving way, that he had either 
forsaken them or was dead, they determined to 
take matters in their own hands; and for- 
saking Jehovah, they forced or persuaded 
Aaron to join with them in building a Golden 
Calf, which should’stand to them for the visi- 
ble sign of God, and start on their journey, 
either on toward the promised land, or back 
toward Egypt. They were like that unfaithful 
servant in the New Testament (Matt. xxiv, 
48-0) who said: ‘“‘My lord delayeth his coming, 
and began to sinite his fellow-servants, and to 
eat and to drink with the drunken.” They 
gathered themselves together, and went to 
Aaron, who was left in charge of the camp‘and 
of God’s interests and worship, and said: ‘Up, 
make us gods which shall go before us; for as 
for this Moses, the man that brought us up out 
of the land of Egypt, we wot not what is 
become of him.’’: A declaration of their own 
faithlessness and base ingratitude toward God 
and his servant Moses, that no language fan 
sufliciently portray. Aaron weakly yielded to 
their demands, and with the contributions of 
= from the women, who were in the lot 
reaking out their ear-rings, cast a calf of gold 
for them, around which they assembled, and 
With noisy songs and probably lascivious 
dancing (for they were naked and had been 
feasting, eating and drinking), they profaned 
and blasphemed the name of Jehovah by pre- 
tending that they were worshiping him. Je- 
hovah saw this from his place in heaven, 
though it was hid from Moses, and spoke to 
' Moses declaring his purpose to destroy them; 
which purpose he was turned from by the in- 
tereess:on of Moses, whose prayer is one of the 
most beautiful expressions of grace anywhere 
seen in God’s word, and beautifully typifies 
our Lord’s intercession for us. This brings us 
to the text of our lesson, from which point we 
shail go on with more particularity. 
I.—Moses’ Descent from the Mountain. 
Already the two beautiful tablets on which 
the ten commandments were written were in 
his hands, when his intercession with God had 
secured their respite from the destruction of 
the Lord. 
3.—CONCERNING THE TRHBLES OF TESTIMONY. 
These were the tablets on which the ten 
commandments were written. They were 
probably not nearly so large as we are accus- 
tomed to think them. Certainly neither so 
Jarge nor soheayy but that Moses easily carricd 
them, one in one hand and one in the other. 
Perhays he carried them as we say, one under 
each arm. “They were the work of God.” 
It is not necessary to suppose that they were 
newly created for that purpose, but selected 
from material already at hand in the moun- 
tain. The essential thought in connecticn 
with them is that these ten commandments— 
the Law of God—were in no sense the offs: 
of Moses’ thought. He never conceived "such

words, which Shine out more clearly and re. 
spleniently after these four thousand vears 
an ever before, Which have never bean super- 
ceded or improved upon even in the thought 
of man, were God’s own revelation of right. 
eousness, “The tables were the work of ¢ rod: 

No 
wonder Jesus said tothem: “I came not to 
‘destroy the law,” either by supersedi;¢ them 
with another law, or by adding to them. or 
faking away from them, éven by so much as a 
Sh oratitile. They must stand forever as the 
ighest expression of divine righteousuess, and 
though the Law is not the Gospel, and must 
not be confounded with it in any way, and can 
not ado aught for us but make manifest our sin, 
it nevertheless lies at the foundation of our 
salvation; for, Jesus having periectly fulfilled 
it for us, the Spirit fulfills it in us and itself 
Becomes our defense and justification. 
_2.—MOSES’ DESCENT FROM THE MOUNTAIN. 
Armed with these two tables of testimony, 
Moses, no doubt with swelling heart and joy- 
ous anticipation of the further delight and

Il.—The Anger of Moses. 

After the first burst of astonishment, shame 
and sorrow had flooded his heart, there burst 
up a very volcano of anger, for it is recorded 
that ‘‘Moses’ anger waxed hot.’’ Some have 
been disposed to censure Moses for this out- 
burst of anger, supposing that it was the result 
of his naturally hasty temper (for that was 
cliaracteristic of MOses, as witness the slaying 
of the Egyptians in his early days, and his fatal 
smiting of the rock in his later years), a temper 
which he had so far under government that 
he had the title of ‘“‘the meckest man.” We 
do not take this view of the case. His angor 
was legitimate and proper. He was not angry 
on his own account, but on God’s account. He 
was angry because of their sin. In his hands 
he had a testimony from God, the first words 
of which solemnly forbade them to make any 
sraven image, or to worship any other God 

side Jehovah; and right here, before his 
eyes, they were shattering that commandment 
to pieces and trampling it under their feet. 
Now he understood why God wanted to destroy 
them. Now he saw as God had seen in the 
mountain. lie had but interceded for them, 
and thus he sees them wallowing insin. He 
was a meek man, a loving man,a man who 
had been ready to die for them; aman who 
had won their lives by hisintercession. Itwas 
not. personal provocation, but burning and 
righteous indignation and wrath. It jast tip- 

-ifies a little that ‘‘wrath of the Lamb,” which 
rill burn against the persistent rejecters of 
grace and mercy at the last day (Kev. vi, 16, 
17; xvi, 19). 
2.—THE OCCASION OF HIS ANGER. 

We have just stated in a general way what 
this was: the sin of the people in worshiping a 
calf, the work of theirown hands. This was 
their outward transgression. It will be worth 
our while to analyze a little the sin of their 
hearts, lying back of their actions. (a) It ex- 
posed “au evil heart of onbelief, in departing 
from the Living God,’’ which was, in fact, at 
the bottom of all the ten creat transgressions 
laid against them during their wilderness wan- 
cerings (Num. xiv, 22). In “‘ikeir h 
had turned back to Evypt,’’ from 
Lord had delivered them (Acts vii, 39); ; 
had forgotten thet they were purged from 
their old sins, and had returned, “‘iike a dog 
to his vomit and a sow to her wallowing in the 
mire.”” (b) They had yielded to their senses, 
and allowed them to assert their supremacy 
over their faith. Losing sight ot Moses, they 
lost sight of Ged. Their old carnal! tendencies 
were reasserting themselves, and they were 
practicing the abominations of Egypt from 
which they had been delivered. The ingrained 
evil habits of their nature were allowed to have 
sway over what they knew to be the better 
life. (c) Their sin was aggravated by the fact 
that they were sinning under an hypocritical 
pretense of still worshiping the Lord, even as 
Jeroboam caused Israel to sin in after times 
(I..Kings xiii, 33-34). They were worshiping 
their own idols, while pretending to serve God, 
A sin which is fearfully common today, though 
the golden calf is not visibly set up. Theirsin 
was further aggravated by the double fact that 
they had but recently, and in the most solemn 
manner, pledged themselves io the service of 
Jehovah, and at the very time Moses was in 
the mount on their behalf, and God was doing 
wonders for them; the very time when, of all 
others, they should have been prayerfully and 
patiently waiting on God. 

d.—MANIFESTATION OF HIS ANGER. 

Moses manifested his anger in two ways: 
(a) He cast down the tables of stone out of his 
hands and brake them. ‘This certainly was: 
most momentous action. It was not an un- 
advised one, as some have thought. True, it 
was a most selemn responsibility to have 
taken. How sacred and precious those tables 
were, given, as they were, amid the awful 
splendors of that interview with God, the work 
of God, and the writing of God, as they were. 
But in speaking of the action later, Mcses docs 
not speak as though he had done arash thing 
(Dent. ix, 17-20, which ought to be read most 
carefully with this lesson), but a well-advised 
thing. Why should he have not thus, by tragic 
action, clearly set before their eyes their dread- 
fulsin? They had first broken that holy law 
by their idolatry, and now he shows them 
what they have done, all the more surely 
because the tables were so sacred, and had 
been so solemnly received from God’s hand. 
Henceforth they were to live and be deali with 
under a broken law. This, as bas been said, 
‘fittingly sets forth the. Law’s entrance into a 
sinful and sinning world.”’ (b) ‘‘And he took 
the calf which they had made, and ground it 
to powder, and made the children cf Iszacl 
Grink of it.’”’ Moses had no difticuity in quell- 
ing that mob of idolatrers, and bringing them 
into subjection. His tragic action in breaking 
the tabzes of st6ne in their sight was followec 
by his commanding presence in the midst of 
thecamp. With his face tiushed with anger, 
and his eyes blazing with holy wrath, he 
quickly cowed their coward and conscience- 
siricken hearts. Tearing the calf from the 
pedestal, he cast it into the furnace in which 
it was originally fired, until it was calcined; 
then strewing it upon the waters of the brook 
fiowing through the camp, compelled them to 
drink it with the water. By this act he at 
once humiliated both them and their god, 
showing theni what a contemptible thing it 
was. me gy RS them todrink the dust of 
their god, he Mfttingly set before them the 
lesson that they must eat of the fruit of their 
own doings. Verily, the way of the trans- 
gressor is hard. The pride and naughtiness of 
sin shall be brought down, the sinner is humil- 
lated, and made to eat the bittcr fruit of his 
siz. AS & man sows, so shall he reap. No 
small part of one’s punishment in this life, and 
in thedife to come, is in the reaping of the 
harvest himself hath sown. | 

Iit,—Aaron’s Rebuke and Apology, 

Turning from the people, Moses next ar- 
raigns Aaron, though he was his brother and 
the high priest. ‘*What did this people unto 
thee that thou hast brought so great a sin upon 
them?’ He does not hesitate to charge the 
guilt of their doing upon his head, and sets 
befor him the fact of his responsibility in the 
miarie 

1,-—~AARON’S SIN, 
Some have attempted to excuse Aaron on 
he owing grounds, which, indeed, was 
That, he was overborne by the mob, and if he 
hal stood out against them they would have 
oned him; and, finally, that it was beiter for 
him to put himself at the head of the apostasy, 
and so control it, than to leave them to their 
own wild and lawless proceedings: that he 
testified his own disapproval by causing them 
to be stripped of their tlothing, that the shame 
of their nakedness might appear. This is 
ingenious; but we know, from Deut. ix, 20, 
that there was no excuse, and especially no 
justification. Aaron was the responsible head 
of the camp in the absence of Moses; as high 
priest he was God’s representative, and as such 
he had consented to the sin of the people, and 
helped them in it, and seems to have done ¢o 
without the least protest or remonstrance on 
his part. Ile was a weak man, who gave way 
to the mob without even se much as making 
one effort to stand up for God and the right. 
2.—AAKON’S APOLOGY. 
Jing before Moses, and conscious of his 
guilt in the matter, he first deprecated the 
anger of Moses, and then proceeded to throw 
the blame of the whole matter upon the people, 
declaring that the thing just “came about,” as 
men sometimes say. ‘I cast it (the gold) into 
the fire, and there came outa calf.” Thus 
men excuse their sins, who ought to stand firm 
for the right and for God. It is the world-old 
justification. “The woman thou gavest me, 
she did eat of the tree and gave it unto me.”’ 
There isa remarkable similarity between the 
inquisition of God after Adain's sin, and that 
of Moses after -Aaron’s. 


Almost all sin is 
justified in this way. It is the custoin of others 
to do so and so; itis according to the laws of 
business, and it is impossib!e for us to stand 
against the universal trend of things. Society 
is so organized. My partners and associates 
doit; though evil, still it is done in the name 
of religion. To resist and stand out is to bring 
one’s self in collision with public sentiment, 
and so destroy one’s influence and opportuni- 
ties for usefulness; and so on to the énd of the 
chapter. “The Lord was very angry with 
Aaron and would have destroyed him’’ but for 
Moses intercession (Deut. ix, 20): and so these 
same sins of ours would bring destruction upon 
us but for our Savier's intercession. 1,

This also gave oppor- 
tunity for any who may not have been drawn 
into this apostasy to declare themselves. » God 
has a controversy with sinners. It is necessary 
for every man to take sides. DVefore preceed- 
ing to punishment, God gives opportunity for 
repentance, and cails upon whosoever will. to 
accept hismercy. This is the lesson here, Our 
assignment of Seripture ends in the midst of 
the story of Judgment which followed. We 
know from the account that the sons of Levi 
at once apreng to the side of Moses, repudiating 
the sin of the péople and of Aaron the high 
priest, and took God’s side. Further. on we 
are told how the matter ended. Girding on 
their swords, the children of Levi, at Moses’ 
command, began an attack upon the rebels who 
stood out. On that day three thousandvanen 
were slain before the Lord. The rebellion was 
subdued, the rest of the people submitted, It 
has been pertinentiy observed that when the 
law came, three thousand souls were slain, 
whiie on the first day of the Gospel preclama- 
ticn tliree thousand sinners were saved. 

Notr.—It is necessary.for a right under- 
standing of the spirit of Moses in this terrible 
transaction to read, as I have already pointed 
out, Deut. ix, 18, 19. For forty days and 
nights that great-hearted man mourned over 
their sins, neither eating bread nor taking 
drink; pleading for them and Aaron until the 
Lord hearkened and spared them, as he had 
before hearkened in the mount (Ex. xxxil, 
11-i4). In his prayer he even went so far in 
his entreaty as to say unto the Lord: “And 
now if thou wilt forgive their sin—and if not, 
blot me, I pray thee, out of thy book which 
thou hast written.” 


A NEGRO DIES, 


Without sa Doctor, Without Help, 
Atone—Colored Citizens Excited. 
There was considerable feeling stirred up 
among the colored people of the sixth ward 
yesterday by the evidence introduced at the 
coroner’s inquest over the body of a negro 
named Peter White, found dead in his bed. 

White’s dead body was first.discovered about 
ten o’clock Friday night. 

It was then loft without any attention what- 
ever, until shortly before the coroner’s jury 
was empanelled yesterday forenoon. 

The man h ad died alone, and, judging from 
the position of the body, the clinched hands 
and glaring eyes, the drawn face and parted 
lips, he had died in great agony. 

One greasy little bottle, containing about 
two tablespoonsful of areddish colored liquid, 
was lying near by on arickety cane-bottomed 
chair. A small smoke-stained lamp, with a 
brok en chimney, and a few scraps of dry corn- 
bread—that was all, 

The miserable lump of a pillow was cov- 
ered with red blotches of blood, and the 
ragged quilt had been doubled ‘up against the 
foot of ihe bed by the dying struggles of the 
unfortunate negro. 

And that’s the way it was left until yester- 
day ymnorning. 

Judge Manning, acting coroner, was in- 
. formed of the matter, and after a short investi- 
gation he decided thatan inquest was neces- 
sary. 

Wiite’s home for some time past has been 
on what is known as Kunott’s alley—a piece of 
analley that leaves Harris street, between 
Calhoun and Courtland streets, running for 
abouta hundred yards in thd direction of 
Cain andthen stopping abruptly against a 
plank fence. 

A sort of hog path winds through the weeds 
and gullies,and in one of the three or four little 
shanties in the alley the jury metto hold the 
inquest. 

Something like humanity had prompted one 
of the negro women in the neighborhood to 
smooth the cover over the body, and to wash 
away the blood that had been trickling from 
the nose. ‘The body had been prepared as well 
as the delay would permit. 

There were several witnesses, all of them 
neighbors of the dead man. 

The evidence showed that White had been 
confined to his bed with consumption for some 
weeks. About three weeks ago he had a 
A doctor was called 
in at that time, and gave a prescription. Since 
that time no physician had attended 
the man. From time to time a curi- 
ous neighbor would drop in and 
bring a few scraps of bread, and so the negro 
lived. It is safe to say that outside a radius of 
one hundred yards around the negro’s house 
nothing was known of the case. The negro 
was left alone often fora day at atime, and 
unable to turn himself over in his bed. 

About six o’clock Friday afternoon a negro 
woman named Maitie Shepherd came into the 
sick man’s room. 

‘Heo was breathin’ mighty heavy,’’ said tho 
woman, “and he was moving about like it hurt 
him. He said, ‘Mattie. I’m a dyin’.’ That 
was about six o’ciock, and {1 didn’t say 
much tohim. IknowedI coullin’t do any- 
thing for him, so I jes went an’ told some of 
the neighbors that ole man White was dyin’. 
None of ’em didn’t go there till they found 
him about ten o’clock.”’ 

That was four hours afier he had been found 
in a dying condition by Mattie Shepherd. 

Nobody knows how he died, or when he 
died. 

The jury rendered the following verdict: 

We, the jury summoned and empanelled in the 
inquest on the body of Peter White, here lying dead 
before us, proved from the evidence adduced and 
the opinion of the county physician, that deceased 
came to his death from ccnsumption and hemor- 
rhage ofthe lungs. W. C. Mavpox, foreman. 

“Tt was about all they could do,’’ said Judge 
Manning, ‘‘because of course the neighbors 
are not legally bound to help even a dying 
man. But I never knew a more heartless case. 
It was simply terrible.’’ 

The darky was_ buried yesterday afternoon 
at the expense of the county. 

He was only a pauper, and they gave him a 
pauper’s grave.

Tt is 18,512 minutes, including nights, until the gates 
of the Pied:noni Chauiaugua are tkrown open to the 
public 


Confederate Veterans’ Day at Chautauqua. 

The Chautauqua grounds will be formally 
opened to the public on the morning of July 
4th, at eight o’clock. 

The day will be given to the Confederate 
Veterans’ association. A programme of speech 
making, camp fires, singing of old songs, and 
the playing of old music will be arranged. 

There will be three bands on the ground,and 
the first musician who attempts to play a tune 
that was not in yogue during the war in the 
confederate camps! will be instantly tabooed. 
Nothing will be heard on that day but the 
“Bonny Blue Flag,’’ “Lorena,” “The Girl I 
Left Behind Me,” “Jannita,” “My Maryland,” 
“Dixie,” and the other tunes that stirred the 
soldier’s heart inthe days that tried men’s souls. 
This inhibition against new. and classical 
music does not apply to the Hungarian Gypsy 
quartette which comes here to open the Chau- 
tauqua season. 

Arrangments will be made for the recitation 
of a dozen war poemssuch “All’s Quiet Along 
the Potomac Tonight,’ ‘“‘The Picket’s Last 
Shot,” ‘Little Giffen of Tennessee,” and 
other famous stirring war ballads. 

There will be speaking by distinguished ora- 
tors morning and evening. Governor Gordon, 
General Phil Cook, Captain E. P. Howell, 
Hon. Lowdnes Calhoun, Hon. Ben Abbot, and 

iers will make short speeches, Regimen- 
tal camp fires will be organized all through 
the Chautauqua groves, and the Hon. ben 
Abbott will award the confederate survivors a 
medal for the best war story or anecdote told at 
thelr camp fire during the day, the same to be 
repeatod by the winner upon receiving the 
medal, 

An immense barbecue will be provided at 
two o’clock, and will be under charge of Mr, 
Primrose, of Augusta, who is said to be with- 
out an equal in the country. Every meat 
within the limit of the law will be barbecued, 
and it is estimated that the pits will extend 
foramiie. Added tothe barbecue will be a 
splendid dinner of vegetables and pastry. 

This day is for the benefit of the Confederate 
Survivor’s association. This association will 
get a percentage of;the sale of the tickets, 
and will get the receipts from the barbecue to 
go to,gtheir ‘funds for building a home for 
disabled confederate soldiers. The rate for 
the round trip, including admission 
to the Chantauqua grounds and 
concert and exercise, will be sixty cents. The 
charge for tickets to the barbeeue will be 
twenty-five cents. Arrangements have been 
made to carry five thousand people out of At- 
lanta on that® day. Every old soldier in the 
city and the family of every old soldier should 
rally to the support of thejSurvivor’s associa- 
tion on this day, and at the same time open 
the Chautauqua grounds with such a boom as 
will insure the success of the session. <All the 
local military will be invited to go out as es- 
cort to the confederate survivors, and it is be- 
lieved that all will attend. The fourth will be 
made a great day at Chautauqua, and every 
man whocan doso should close his place of 
business in Atianta on that day and go out 
with the old soldiers, 

The Work at the Grounds. 

Mr. James R. Wylie, who has been in charge 
of ihe work at the grounds, reported yesterday 
afternoon that fine progress was being made. 
There are now nearly one thousand men on 
the pay roll, and he is organizing to carry out 
two hundred additional workmen Monday 
morning. With this force he says everyihing 
can be ready for the grand opening onthe 
Fourth. A wonderful change has been made 
in the appearance of things during the present 
week. 

Low Rates for Chautaugua. 

The Piedmont Chautauqua will have lower 
rates than has ever been given-to a similar as- 
sembly north or south. Asalready advertised, 
a rate of one fare for the round trip has been 
secured from all points in North and South 
Carolina, Florida, Tennessee, Alabama, and 
Columbus, Miss. Tickets at this half rate will 
be sold on Tuesdays and Thursdays of each 
week, and good until the 15th of September. 
So that any one within this territory can come 
to the Chautauqua at half price any week during 
the two months and remain as long as desired. 

The Kates on Georgia Roads, 

The Virginia Beach association left the 
Gcorgia roads toagree ona rate tothe Chau- 
tauqua within the state of Georgia. There is 
hardly a doubt that this rate will be put ata 
cent a mile, and perhaps less on long dis- 
tance. Mr. B. R. Dorsey, of the Georgia road, 
states that he is ready to agree to a rate of one 
cent a mile for distance traveled, provided the 
other roads are willing; these tickets to be sold 
two days in each week during the Chautauqua 
session. Myr. Dorsey also agrecs to attach the 
Chautauqua coupon to all tickets sold.

Now 
long lines of handsome stores front Newcastle 
street, the sidewalks are paved and the town 
is blessed with a fine hotel. Among Bruns- 
wick’s foremost citizens are several gentlemen 
formerly of Savannah. Mr. Jordan Thomas 
is one of these. He is now building a cotton 
compress. Mr. C. Downing may be also men- 
tioned, now an efficient element in Bruns- 
wick’s progress. 
important branch ofiice there. Perhaps the 
most useful citizen of the place is another 
former Savannahian, ‘Mr. W. E. Kay, the 
vice-president of the Brunswick Improvement 
company. To him are largely due the splendid 
hotels in the city and on St. Simons,and a good 
schedule by steamer between the two places.

THE COLUMBUS EXPOSITION. 


Great Preparations for It~—The Numerous 
Attractions. 

Cotumsus, Ga., June 23.—[{Special.J—A 
breakfast at sunrise in the car shed of the gate 
city, a rapid ride through a fertile and inter- 
esting section of Georgia, and at 11 o’clock a. 
m., lwasin the city of spindles, Columbus, 
Ga., the queen of the Chattahoochee. 

here is much to interest a stranger who 
visits this beautiful and busy city, but just 
how one hears butone subject discussed by 
éverybody, and at every place, and at every 
hour—and that is the exposition to be held 
here next fall under the auspices of the Chat- 
tahoochee Valley Exposition company. It 
will open October the 4ti, next, and close on 
the 13th of the same month. 

The exposition is to be what its name im- 
plies—a Chattahoochee valley exposition. An 
inter-state affair, in which Cieorgia, Florida, 
and Alabama _§ are interes- 

, and through our 
entire southern section should and will be ben- 
efitted. The Chattahoochee river, starting at 
the base of the solid mountains of northeastern 
Georgia and winding through a valley whose 
waters are shed from the western side of a 
slope on which stands Atlanta, finds its way to 
the boundary line of Georgia and Alabama. 
About thirty miles above Columbus it cuts its 
way through hills that are but miniature repre- 
semtations of those same mountains in which 
the river rises, and as it comes through 
these hills it makes a supply of water power 
unprecedented in quantity and availability. 
It is by this water power that the great Eagle 
and Phenix mills, the largest cotton mills in 
the south, are driven. From this city, the 
head of navigation, it finds its way to the gulf 
through arich and fertile valley, extending 
over a large section of eastern Alabama, west- 
ern Georgia and western Florida. It is from 
this circumstance that ‘the exposition at Co- 
lumbus takes its name, and the management 
are striving to furnish an ex 
hibit that will give an idea to the 
outside world ofthe magnificent resourcesfof 
this favored section. The work of the exposi- 
tion is already satisfactorily progressing. The 
grounds are located along the river, and in 
the southern portion of the city, within fifteen 
minutes walk of the business center. They are 
reached by horse car and standard guage line 
of railroad, by adummy line and by steamer, 
so there will be no difficulty in transporting 
and handling the rowds that may 
attend. The exposition park comprises a tract 
of one hundred and tifty acres, which lie 
beautifully, and seem to have been designed 
by nature for just such purposes as that to 
which they are now devoted. The park is 
alive with busy workmen. The finishing 
touches are being put on the grand stand, 
which is a huge affair, capable of seating 
4,000 people. The foundations for the main 
building are being put in place, and in other 
portions of the grounds the ring of the 
trowel and. the music of the saw 
tell that the plans are assuming shape. A very 
large force of laborers are at work on the race 
course, Which, by the way, isa perfect mile 
track, built on the model of the “spirit of the 
times,’’ and said to rivalin excellence the cele- 
brated track at Cleveland, Ohio, one of the 
most noted courses in the union. A special 
feature of the exposition will bea military 
prize drill for the opening and second days, 
October 4th and Sth. Four com- 
panies have already entered. Atlanta, 
as usual, will be at the fore. 
The Atlanta Rifies having entered more than 
a week ago. There will be a great shooting 
contest between leading gun clubs from the 
three states and a genuine old-fashioned south- 
ern fox chase. A grand tournament, magnifi- 
nent races, for which over five thousand dollars 
have been offered, tire works by the same com- 
pany that made the display during the Pied- 
mont exposition last year. A gatling gun 
drill and target practice, which will 
prove au novel sight . to thousands, 
and pumbers of other similar attractions. The 
amount offered in premiums and purses i 
$15,000. <A special premium of $1,000 in cash 
is offered for the best country display, open to 
the three states and £500 goes to the second best. 
All the premiums are on a similar liberal seale. 
There will be an unusually large display of min- 
eral products from Alabama and other sections 
and the manufacturing feature will be made 
the leading one of the exposition. Ample ar- 
rangements are being mace for an extensive 
bench and poultry show. In the agricultural 
and mineral departments the above states will 
vie with each other. - The commissioner of 
agriculture for Georgia has already entered for 
space in which to make a special state display, 
and similar spaces will be devoted to Alabama 
and Florida. The opening day will be brilli- 
ant. The governors of the three states, with 
their staff, will be in attendance. 

The exposition management is preparing for 
a very large collection of exhibits and an im- 
inense crowd. The railroad companies have 
made special freight rates, and the Seuthern 
Passenger association in convention last week 
at Virginia Beach, took action in passenger 
fares, giving a very liberal rate. These rates 
will apply to all points south of the Ohio river 
and east of the Mississippi. There is no 
question but that this will be 
a great exposition. It will 
bring prominently before the world the pro- 
ducts, developments and possibilities of the 
great section that lies within the valley, and 
the three southern states of Georgia, Alabama 
and Florida will meet in friendly competition, 
and with their sistér states are expected to 
come and make an exposition tending to 
illustrate their capabilities and resources. 

The progressive and growing city of Colum- 
bus, with its mumerous railroad connec- 
tions, north and west, and its 
river and rail lines south opens wide her gates 
and extends a warm invitation to all to come 
and witness this competition. I could write 
much that might be read with interest about 
this beautiful city which is leaning forward 
with unusual strides in the march of progress, 
but catching the spirit of its people Ll cannot 
now think nor talk anything but their exposi- 
tion.

Magazine is “Old Man Gilbert,”’ and it is 
safe to say that in recent yearsno American 
magazine has printed so strong a story. 
There are flaws here and there in the 
workmanship, but in all essentials ‘Old 
Man Gilbert’”’ is one of the most remarkable 
contributions that have been made to Amer- 
ican literature since the war. 

The story takes its name from an old 
family negro, and the character of this old 
negro is drawn with a skill that amounts to 
genius. Indeed, the old negrois a creation, 
and as such he is a permanent addition to 
our literature. The other characters, the 
old master, thé young mistress and other 
accessories of a southern household before 
the war, are vividly drawn, but they are all 
subordinate, so far as literary art is con- 
cerned, to old man Gilbert. 

The novel is introduced by a letter from 
Mrs. Augusta Evans Wilson, but no such 
introduction is necessary. Mrs. Bellamy’s 
story will stand on its merits; it needs no 
bolstering. To those who know and appre- 
ciate the phase of American life it describes 
no praise can add to the simple strength 
and beauty of the story, and no detraction 
belittle the remnarkable creation of old man 
Gilbert.

The Late Georgia Convention and the Nat- 
ional Convention Contrasted. 

Eprrors Constrrvtion: In reading. the 
reports of the St, Louis convention, and your edito- 
rial of Sunday thercon, I can well undérstand how 
you can agree with it, also how you differed from 
the action of the late democratic convention in 
Georgia, 

At St. Louis some of the leaders aitempted to 
fellow in the line of our ©@ gia convention, but 
they were not successful.in their proscription views, 

Watterson, iiseems from the reports, was very 
dictato-ial when the delega‘es. first arrived at &t, 
Louis, but I think he got very much off his stilts be. 
fore the convention adjourned. Probably the news 
fiom Orezon and illificis epoled down some of tie 
men behind bim who hed more diseretion and less 
sympathy with the whisky : ing than he has,andthey 
found it necessary to take a more sensible view of 
the platform. 

The platform is very carefally worded. It is an 
unconditional indorsement of the platform of 188} 
which Pat Walsh sought unsuceesstully to. have 
afiopted in Georgia, and it endorses (not the mes- 
sage), but the views expressed by President Cleve- 
lang in his last annual message as the correct in- 
terpretation of the platform (notas a whole), bat 
upon the gvestion of tariff reduction, leaving 
the internal revenue just as it stood in the platform 
of 1884. Itmextiudorsesthe efforts of ont demo- 
cratic representatives in congress to secure a reduc- 
tion of excessive taxation. No tus dem- 
ocrat will contend that excessive  tax- 
ation shall be kept up. All will agree that there 
shall be rafsed enough to meet all the requirements 
of the government, economically administered—all 
the requirements of every kind, 

How shailit be raised? That was the question 
before each convention, In the latter part of the 
St. Louis platform, itsays that our established do- 
mestic industries and enterprises should not, and 
need not, be endangered by the teluetion and cor- 
rection of the burdens of taxation. 

@n the contrary, a fairand careful revision of our 
laws, (mark it does not say in this instance, our tar- 
lif laws, but embraces the internal revenue as well) 
with due allowance for the ditlerence between the 
wages of American and toreign labor, must pro- 
note and encourage every branch ofsuch domestic 
industries and enterprises, by giving them assurance 
of an extended marketand steady and continuous 
operation, In the interest of American labor,which 
should in noevent be neglected, this revision of 
our tax laws conteuplatel by the demoeratic 
arty, should promote the advantage of such labor 

y cheapening the cost of the necessaries of life in 
the home of every workman, and at the time secure 
to him steady, remunerative employment. ' 

While of course this St. Louis platform as ft s¢ems 
to me is intended to some extent to straddle the 
feuce, as all political platforms are, itis about as 
strong as the platform of 164, which the Georgia 
convention repudated and yoted down, In other 
words, it adopts the platform of 1884, and its is very 
careful not to construe it away. The reading of 
this is very different from the reading ofthe action of 
the democratic convention that assembled lately in 
Atlanta, where. it indorsed the message and Miils 
bill, as it then was, The democratic convention 
in St. Louis was careful not to tndorse the Mills 
bill as part of the platform, though ft passed a 
resolutionthat the convention recommend the early 
pussage of the bill for the reductfon of tne. revenne 
now pending in the house of representatives. The 
Mills bill as it now is, is greatly different from what 
it was as it was indorsed by the democratic conven- 
tion in Atlanta, and it will probably be quite differ- 
ent from \; hat it nu wis by the time it passes the two 
houses of congress. if it ever does, So there fs noth. 
ing definite indorsed there. 

All agreé that the defeat ot the democracy in the 
present state of things wonid be a great misfortune 
to the south, asthere is an evicent disposition 
among republican leaders north to stir up the race 
question again in the event the republicans get into 
power by commencing to legislate on the machin- 
ery of elections for members of congress and presi- 
dential electors, virtually taking the control ofthese 
elections whith they probably may do under the 
constitution, from the states, ‘This would put usin 
& Very bad condition south. 

Georgia democrats can all stand upon the St. 
Louis platform, but they cannot all stand upon the 
Georgia platform, 

By the way, it is, I believ*. a well established fact 
that a leree quantity of potatoes which had been 
raised in Scotland end trausported across the Atlan- 
tic ocean, paid duties at New York, and railread 
freizhts to Atlanta, and wereon sale here last week. 
(See last issue Working World.) Are the farmers of 
Georgia willing to take the duty off of these “‘neces- 
sities ot life?’ Shail the internal revenue tax, or 
the duty on potatoes go? I recently saw a statement 
in your paper that rice raised in Java was being 
so'd to the rice planters of Georgia and South Caro- 
lina to feed their rice field hands. It 
came across the ocean and — duty, and 
was sold to our rice planters cheaper than they 
could raise it. Shallithe internal revenue or the 
rice tariff co? Every tmteiligcut man knows that, 
with the tariff off of potatoes and rice, larger quanti- 
ties of each will be brought here to compete with 
that raised by our farmers. 

I think it is the duty of government to protect our 
farmers against foreign farmers. If that be sound 
policy for farmers, why does it not apply to other 
things.

DR. MORRISON’S LITTLE SON 


Two Georgia Expositions—An 
invitation to the Governor. 


There is a general solicitude, hot confined to 
the members of Dr. Morrison's church, about the 
recovery of his_little son Robbie. 

The little boy was attacked October 13th, 1597, 
with a violent care of tracheal diptheria. When 
the disease was about to cause his death, on the 
14th, Dr. Hobbs was called in by the firmily physi- 
cians, Drs, Bizzell and Ridley, to perform trache- 
atomy. A hole was made in the larynx and a 
curved silver tabs inserted through which the boy 
could breathe. But for this operation he would 
have died in a few minutes for want of air. 

When the disease in the throat had passed away 
and the time came for removing the silver canula 
from the hole in the windpipe—about tho seventh 
day after the operation—it was found impossible to 
leave the canula out on account of a paralysis 
in the voeal chords which would com- 
pletely close the glottis, This condition of 
paralysis lasted-ten days or two weeks, dnring 
which time the scar tisste caused by the diptheretic 
inflamnration had so thickened that the whole 
trachea above the cannula had closed compictely. 
For this reason the little fellow has been compelled 
to'depend upeu the canula in his neck for air since 
the operation. Dr. Hobbs recommended the father 
to take the little patient to Dr, O'Dwyer, of New 
York, who is a mechanical genius and the inventor 
of Dr. O’Dwyer’s tubes for treating such cases. On 
the 4th of June, Dr. O'Dwyer attempted to insert 
his tube im the usual way, through the mouth 
downward, but found it impossible, on account 
ofthe firm adhesions at the vocal chords. He 
finaily succeeded in introducing the tube upward 
through the canula opening, and the little fellow is 
now breathing through the natural channel, with 
the O'Dwyer tube sti!l in position, however. 

It is hoped that by gradually inereasing the size 
of these tubes the calibre of the trachea may be en- 
larged to its original size, when he can breathe nat- 
urally, 

Dr. H. C. Morrison is very much encouraged 
at the suecess of the O’Dwyer experiment as triel 
on his throat, The following telegram was fe- 
ceived from him last night: 

“Mr. H. W. Grady, Atlanta, Ga.—Robert continues 
to improve, and if no unexpected’change occurs, we 
shall bring him home sound and well. Yours sin- 
cerely, H. C. MORRISON,

Taken all together, I think 
that the money greed and depravity shown by some 
of these people would make a decent man blush at 
the sugrestion of training with them politicallyr 
Who dol think will be nominated? Well, Ithonght 
it would be Sherman, but have changed my mind, 
and am now at sea. Lutitisasmall matter, I 
guess, for Cleveland is going to be re-elected.” 

W.R. Boyd: “I am very much interested in 
the poor of Atlanta, andin fact ofthe world,and I am 
firmly of the opinion that much of their trouble fs 
caused by ill-health arising from an utter lack of

munity.”

Tie exposition has already got 
beyond Georgia and the south—it is essentially 
national in its character, Why, it is going to be the 
biggest thing on wheels, 

‘Tam just on my way from Birmingham and An- 
niston, whereI went to talk exposition. I met 
with a good deal of opposition at first. The pe yple 
over there didn't see how it would benefit them to 
go to Augusta, but I think they have changed their 
raind, Weare going tohave the grandest exhibit 
of the natural resources of the south, and indeed, of 
the entire country, as wellas of the manufacturing 
interests, that has ever been got together. And Au- 
gusta is booming—look out for us,”’ 

“We came to Atlanta,’ said President 
Goetchins, who spoke forthe Columbus party, ‘to 
invite Governor Gordon to be with us on our open- 
ing day—October 4th. I may add that we succeeded 
in attaining the object ofour yisit, and we are all 
mighty glad of it. Our exposition is an assured suc 
cess. 

“We have not attempted anything which we can 
not make a success, for our exposition—the Chatta- 
hoochee Valley exposition—is essentially local in 
its character. It is our aim to show the resources of 
the Chattahcochee valley in Georgia, Alabama and 
Florida, and in our exposition plans we are being 
ably seconded by the people of Columbus, The 
city itself has given usone hundred acres of land 
and $20,000 in money; the citizens havezgiven us

- Known until 6:30 o'clock this morning, when 


the special train which went up to Ellijay for 
his bedy, will reach Atlanta. 

The news of his death came late yesterday 
afternoon, in a telegram from Ellijay to Cap. 
tain Harry Jackson. This simply said: 

“Mr. Parsons died suddenly this morning. 
His remains will reach Ellijay at 10 o'clock 
tonight.” 

It was signed by O. O. Simpson. A similar 
dispatch reached Mr. Frank E. Block about 
the same time: 

The wires were used freely, but not one word 
additional could be obtained regarding the 
particulars of the death. 

Captain Jackson, as scon as he received the 
message, began making inquiries about the 
trains. HE found he would be unable to have 
the body brought to the city by this morning 
unless he could get a special train to run over 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad from 
Marietta to Ellijay. He induced Mr. Joseph 
Brown to run a special train to Marietta. This 
train left Atlanta last night at 11 o’clock, care 
tying Captain Jaekson, Mr. Henry Harzis, 
Colonel Renfroe and Mr. Swift. 

This train will return at once with Mr. Pare 
sons’s remiains, and will arrive in Atlanta at 
6:30 o’clock this morning. 

A SKETCH OF MR. PARSONS. 

Mr. Parsons was the son of the distinguished 

Dr. Parsons, and was born in Johnson county 


| which was then called Washington—in the 


latter part of 1847. 

After receiving the best preparatory schoole 
ing that the academy of his native county 
afforded, he was sent to Athens, and matri- 
culated as a student in the University of 
Georgia in 1566. After pursuing with assiduity 
a full course he graduated in 1869, being a 
member of the famous class which contained 
Emory Speer, Jude Howard Van Epps, Ben 
Hiil, Jr., Judge W. R. Hammond, Judge 
Adams and others who have since gained dis- 
tincion. Mr. Parsons took @ high place in 
his class and received honors. 

Referring to his college career Mr. Ben 
Hill, always one of his closest friends, says: 
“TI first met him in Athens in 1866, and was 
drawn tohim. Ever afterward we were dear 
friends. Parsons was oneof the most popular 
students in the university, the favorite in all 
circles. His cheery disposition, unseliish na 
ture, frankness, generosity and sincerity won 
the friendship of ali who met him. Un- 
selfishness was the distinguishing charace 
teristics of hisnature. His liberality knew no 
limits. He was a true, untlinchingfriend. I 
never knew of his saying an unkind word of 
anyone. He was a noble fellow—the connter- 
part of Walter S. Gordon. He was possessed 
of no mean order of talent, and rose rapidly to 
distinction in his elasses. The news of his 
death touches me as a personal loss. The 
meagre words of ihe telegraphic message 
telling of his death are tantalizing in their 
brevity.” 

After leaving Athens, Mr. Parsons entered 
the law departinent of Cambridge university 
and took a complete course of jurisprudence. 
He came to Atlanta in 1871 and formed a co- 
partnership with Mr. R. F. Jeffries for the 
practice of law. He practiced with success sev- 
eral years, when the death of his father caused 
him to abandon his profession. His father 
was one of the wealthiest planters in the state 
and he, as the only son, inherited ail the 
property. Not long after this he returned to 
Atlanta and married Miss Mattie Bozeman, 
the only daughter of Dr. J. F. Bozeman, then 
and for several years thereafter a prominent 
physician. 

Mr. Parsons was an excellent citizen, always 
ready to further any public enterprise. Pos- 
sessing several valuable estates in the country 
he passed a good deal of his time on his plan- 
tations. His elegant city home, corner of Cap- 
itolavenue and Mitchell street, has always 
been noted for its princely hospitality. He 
was aman of refined tastes and social instinct 
and was fond of surrounding himself with cone 
genial spirits. He was a royal entertainer, 
and his dinners and receptions were always 
esteemed as notable social events. 

His friends were many, and they will be sad 
this morning when they read the news of his 
untimely death. 

Within the past four years death has four 
times invaded the Parsons homestead, taking 
away four bright and promising children. The 
deceased leaves his wife and two children, 
buth girls.

THE AMBEOSE STORY. 


Mr. N.L. Hutchins, Jr., Answers Major W. 
kL. Simmons. 


Epirors Oonstrrution: 
Simmons was mad,very mad, when he penned 
the article in ay’s ConstirutTion. Why 
this was so, is left to conjecture. If it had oc- 
curréd to the writer that he was ashamed, or 
averse to have his name used in connection 
with the Ambrose story, consideration for his 
delicate sensibilities might havespared him 

As Justice was an infant,only a few days old 
at the time of the homicide in 1866,it is hardiy 
necessary for him to brand as false the asser- 
tion that he manufactured the account given 
to wound the friends and relatives of the de- 
ceased. Noone regrets more than the writer 
that it beca:ne necessary that he should reply 
to the statements which appeared in last Sun- 
day’s ConxstrrvuTion, by giving the facts of 
that homicide as toldhim, and as understood 
to be trae by the older and respectable citizens 
of this community. But justice to the friends 
of the victim and the community, 
as well asa warning tothe young and thought 
less, rendered it proper to recall the circum- 
stances connected with that homicide. Hav- 
ing done this, it was superfluous, perbaps, to 
characterize the killing as “cowardly and 
cold blooded.” But was the “account given 
by Justice not true, nor designed to be?’’ 
‘Consistency is a jewel,’’ which the major 
does not wear. He denounces as untrue every 
word of Justicos’s article, yet proceeds to say 
that the circumstances are correetly stated in 
the article from the Gwinnett Herald. Theo 
editer of that paper was as familiar with the 
facts attending the homicide, as stated by Jus- 
tice, as any other citizen of the town. He 
briefly alluded to the cause of the killing, as 
stated by both sides, while justice, gives them 
in detail. Wherein does Justices’s article and 
that of the Herald differ, as to the substantial 
facts of the homicide? Yet, Major Simmons 
indorses the Herald's article

Some Famous Pictures—Books 
of Great Value. 


- Atlanta may be behind in not having a hos 
pital and an art gallery, but she can boast of 
gome very fine private libraries. 

Mr. Couper’s Library. 

The most valuable and complete [ibrary in 
dhie south is that of Mr. James Couper. Mr. 
Couper’s father was a lover and collector of 
rare books, and the son has carefully preserved 
the fine estate of wit and wisdom left to his 
keeping. 

Mr. Couper also has many rare and valuable 
works of art. They are some rare old engrav- 
ings—“‘The Crossing of Granicus,” ‘‘The Bat- 
tle of Ashia,”’ “The Tent of Darius’’—from Le 
Brun, that were engraved in 1648. 

In those earlv times the paper was manu- 
factured in small sheets, and three of these 
sheets had to be pasied together in order to 
make a whole sheet large enough for the en- 
graving. Though there is much said about the 
wonderful progress made in mdédern engray- 
ing, yet nocugraving made today can com- 
pare in finish and delicacy with these 
three historical pieces printed hundreds of 
years ago.

The Little Butehers Think That the Big 
Butehers are Scheming too Fast, 

The action taken by the Butchers’ Protect- 
ive association, published in yesterday’s Con- 
STITUTION, Was a matter of interest to a great 
many people.

That’s the biggest 
thing on the list. 

‘‘The meat inspector isn’t so objectionable. 
It would surprise lots of people to know what 
they ate, and thisdon’t effect any but those 
butchers who really ought tobe run out. But 
suppose the city council don’t want to pay 
this inspector. Suppose the butchers in the 
Buicher’s Protective association are called 
upon to pay theinspector themselyes. So you 
see, even that isn't asinnocent ascheme as it 
seems tobe. That very thing is probable, too, 
because asI told. you the thing isn’t really 
necessary. Sanitary Inspectors King and 
Veal do all the work, and doit well, and the 
city isn’t going to pay apy meat inspector. I 
mean I don’t think they will.” 

‘‘Now, what about has already been done?” 

“That cash business? Well, I know that 
the little butchers can’t stand it, andI know 
that some of them can’t afford to try it.”

SOME BASE BALL GOSSIP 


Atlanta Won Again. Yesterday—Points 
About Well Known Players—News 
From Other Leagues. 


What is the future of the Southern league? 

That is the question which every baseball 
enthusiast in the south is asking. 

The success of baseball in the south depends 
upon.the success of the Southern league—that 
isevident. As at present constituted that 
league isin anything but a prosperous condi- 
tion. 

New Orleans is the only club which is paying 
expenses. The people of Birmingham do not 
begin to give the home club the support it de- 
serves, and the people interested in the Magic 
City club are getting decidedly weary of their 
attempts to run a first-class club in a second- 
class town. General Tom Young and John 
Moran are haying the same sort of experience 
with their Charleston club, and have released 
several expensive players to reduce the salary 
list. Memphis, with the highest priced club 
in the league, is having a little better luck, but 
not much. 

People on the inside predict tha 
is going to drop before long. 


something 


So much for the present. Now for the fu- 
ture. 

Atlanta people are fond of saying that if it 
had received anything like fair treatment from 
the other cities, the Atlanta club would still 
be in the league. Then they say that Atlauta 
will be in the league next year. 

But will it? 

Not in a league run on the plan upon which 
the present leagueisrun. Baseball ‘must be 
successful financially, and under the present 
system of high salaries success is impossible, 

With Sunday games it might be possible to 
pay the fancy salaries which players with any 
reputation at all demand, but it will be a very 
Jong time before Sunday games are counte- 
nanced in this corner of the south. 

The inevitable conclusion is, then, that if 
there is a league, ‘‘economy’’ must be its-‘mot- 
to. The good playing done by tho clubs of the 
‘‘eracker’’ league shows that the high-salaried 
professionals aro notthe only ones who can 
play good ball. Ifaleague can be organized 
andrunon strictly business principles, and 
with an iron-clad salary limit that can be en- 
forced, there may be some chance of its living 
through the season. 

There is no dearth of cities which would be 
represented in such a league. The days of 
Louisville as an association city are numbered. 
If the association franchise is tiausferred, a 
Southern league club will be put there. Then 
Nashville will be ripe for a good club. New 
Orleans, Birmingham, Memphis and Charles- 
ton are good baseball towns—that is, would be 
good under favorable conditions. The Atlanta 
people would probably feel rich enough to try 
it once more, Chattanooga is in about the 
same condition as Atlanta. With these cities 
represented, a strong eight-club league could 
be formed—one whioh would, under the con- 
ditions stated, be a success. 

There’s your next year’s Southern league— 
on paper. 
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A good story comes from Birmingham. 

With the club not winning every game, and 
with a decidedly gloomy financiai outlook, the 
Birmingham baseball men are not happy. 
They show a tendency to kick on everything. 

In a meeting of the directory the other day, 
President Sheppard enter a complaint against 
Manager Goldsby. He claimed that upon a 
recent visitto New Orleans Goldsby didn’t 
treat him with proper consideration, in that he 
failed to take him out and show him the town. 


A Charleston correspondent to the Sporting

expects to lose fully $1,000 every month the season 
lasts, but he will keep the elub going to the finish, 
if he loses $10,000.

Spiritual. 


NEW Y. M. C. A. GYMNASIUM 


The Apparatus Arriving—How It Will 
be Supported—Points of Intersest 
About the Association. 


There was a busy scene at the new Y. M. C. 
A. building yesterday. 

Plumbers were at work completing the con- 
nections of steam and gas pipes; carpenters 
were finishing the hanging of doors and win- 
dows to secretary’s oflice. 

But the most interesiing portion of the 
building was thie gymnasium. 

‘We will have lere,’’ said Secretary Lick 
lider to a ConsTITUTION reporter, ‘‘machinery 
to develop every part of the human system. 
This hall is forty by sixty feet. Here you sce 
is @ running track, thirty-two laps tu the mile. 

Just here isthe bowling aliey which fur- 
nishes delightful exercise and recreation both 
winter and summer. Here we have chest- 
weights for developing muscles of the chest 
and arm. Then here we will place a back and 
loin machine, the use of which is sufliciently 
indicated by its name; to the right here we 
will place the horizontal bar. Here -will be 
two parallel bars—one for men and one for 
boys. Here is a suspended parallel and a 
traveling parallel, here a vaulting horse, here 
a giant pulley,’”’ and the secretary rattled off 
the names of a poo d of ‘machines and ap- 
paratus, which must be seen to be understood. 

**We will have,” he continued, “a Christian 
gymuast in charge of this department. He will 
have @ private office for making measurements 
and examinations, and wiil be able to instruct 
each man in what particular line he needs de- 
velopment. This has now become aprofession 
and our gymnasium instructor will be a man 
thoroughly versed infphysiology and hygiene, 
and can thoroughly develop any one who 
piaces himself under his care. We aim to 
build up the body harmoniously—sliguting no 
part of the physical natures of young men.”’ 

“Will only young men have access to the 
gymnasium ?”’ 

‘“‘No; we shall have a class for boys and also 
a Class for ladies. Theclass for ladies will be 
an interesting feature. In the Baltimore asso- 
ciation a class of tho best ladies of the city is 
formed. This is true of Washington City, 
Richmond, Norfolk and Lynchburg. In all 
these cities the ladies take great interest in 
our physical work. They only receive two 
lessons a week and the young men are not de- 
barred from exercising daily.”’ 

“What has all this todo with the Christian 
work which you purpose doing?” 

“These secular agencies, as they are called, 
are only @ means toanend. Through the so- 
cial, intellectual and physical attractions, (not 
the least of whichis our elegant bathrooms) 
young men are brouzht under t’ e spiritual 
infinences of the association. Hundreds of 
young men have been reached and saved 
through the influence of these agencies.”’ 1 

‘‘Tlow is this work supported ?”’ 

‘‘By-the business men of the community. 
We aim to secure subscriptions from the bugi- 
ness men, from one hundred dollars a year, 
down toten. They gladly pay this, because it 
benefits their employes. I approacheda busi- 
ness man, some time since, for fifty dollars. He 
came to me afterwards, and said that he had 
no idea that the expenditure of fifty dollars 
would bring his menso close to him. He 
gave to each of his five clerks a membership 
ticket, and said it was the best investment he 
evermade. Ipresume the business men of 
Atlanta will generously support this, the only 
barrier that stands between the. young men 
and the saloons. They do elsewhere, 
liberally.” 

“What will be the yearly expense of the as 
sociation ?’’ 

“Between six and seven thousand dollars. 
The business management of the asscciation is 
in the hands of well known business men, who 
see that every dollar is judiciously expended.” 

“Can you give me an idea of the amount 
usually given by business men *’’ 

“That varies. The subscriptions in smaller 
towns than Atlauta, are as hich as tive hun- 
dred dollars ayear. In Atlanta there ought 
to be ten men who will give one hundred dol. 
lars apiece. In Augusta, I am told, that seven 

men give thisamount cach. Twenty-five or 
thirty men inthis city will give fifty dollars 
each, a great many more will give us twenty- 
five dollars each and in this way the money is 
easily raised.”’

“What are the striking features of the 
Union Building and Loan Association.?’’

“‘Most associatious require you to take at 
first five shares which is payable $5.00 per 
month ; this leaves the poor woman and chil- 
dren out, but our associgtion offers every 
facility for the hard working men, women and 
children to save any portion of their earnings 
from twenty-five cents to ten doliars per 
week.”” A person can take as little as one 
share, and thus lay away alittle for a rainy 
day.”’ 

‘*How about borrowing money for building 
purposes ?”’ 

‘*We have studied this feature very closely 
and think we have a very satisfactory arrange- 
ment for all concerned. Itis our purpose to 
have asmany bLuild as possible. <A laboring 
man can borrew $700 on five shares. of stock 
and pay it back, interestand all, about $2 per 
week, which is a great deal cheaper than 
house rent, for one can have a real neat three 
or four room cottage built for from §500 to 
S700.”’ 

“Suppose a stockholder becomes dissatisfied 
and wants to draw out. What will your as- 
sociation do in that event?” 


“Accommodate him, of course. We have
